When asked if held ambitions to follow 
fellow World Superbike stars Anthony 
Gobert and Troy Corser into 500cc GP 
racing, Edwards said, "Of course I do. 
That's my ultimate goal. Most guys go 
there when they're 25-26. The factory, 
Wayne Rainey and Tim O'Sullivan 
(Rainey's team manager) have said, ‘let 
it take its course." Edwards added that 
he'd like to win Yamaha's first World 
Superbike title before he makes the 
switch, and revealed that Yamaha is 
likely to unveil a new four-cylinder 
superbike in 1998. "Yamaha's very 
happy with its four-cylinder, five-valve 
configuration, so I don't think a V-twin 
or a V-four is really an option. I'd really 
like to win the World Championship for 
them before I move on to a 500, and I'd 
like to race their new superbike when it 
happens - but we'll just have to wait and 
see. I’ve been with Yamaha for 10-11 
years in motocross, except for the two 
years I took off, so 171 be riding one of 
their bikes next in any case."

Jerez, Spain, with the fastest lap times of the

The Spaniard's times on his Honda NSR500 were 
well under the lap record and a tenth faster than last 
year's Spanish GP pole time, set by three-time 
World Champion Michael Doohan, who did not 
participate in the IRTA tests. The second-quickest of 
the 15 500cc riders taking part in the preseason test 
was Puig's teammate Carlos Checa, the Spaniard 


lapping at 1:44.220. 


Then came the two Promotor Yamahas led by 
Australian Troy Corser. The 500cc Grand Prix rookie 
lapped at 1:44.337, just fractions ahead of his team- 


mate Luca Cadalora. Corser's time was impressive, 


especially given that he'd visited Jerez only once prior to this test and that was for a 
one-day test of his Promotor Ducati several years ago. Corser's time would have placed 
him on the front row for last year's Spanish 500cc Grand Prix. 

"I'd only been here for one day on the superbike before so I didn't want to rush it," 
Corser said. "I didn't even look at the board on the first day. I was just learning the 
track and the bike and just working into it. I knew that when I know where I'm going I 
was going to go quicker anyway, just from not having to think about it. The setup we 
used was pretty standard and we haven't really changed it from the first day. I don't 
want to get confused, I'm just learning to ride the bike as a 500 rather than a superbike. 
I'm looking foward to the whole season. Now I am enjoying riding the bike. When I 
first started I was a bit unsure of what the bike was going to do or what it could do, but 
now I know what it can do and what I have to do." 

Fifth-fastest at the test was another class rookie, Regis Laconi on the Tecmas Elf 
Honda V-twin. Laconi led Yamaha Team Rainey's Norifumi Abe and Aprilia RSV400- 
mounted Alessandro Gramigni, who is filling in for the injured Doriano Romboni. 

The fastest of the 250cc testers was German Ralf Waldmann on his Honda NSR250. 
Waldmann lapped at 1:44.298, almost a full second under Max Biaggi's lap record and 
-7 of a second under the pole time set by Biaggi for last year's 250cc GP at Jerez. Aprilia 
test rider Marcellino Lucchi was second quickest, .4 of a second slower than Wald- 
mann, with Chesterfield Elf Tech 3 Honda's Olivier Jacque third-fastest. 

World Champion Biaggi clocked a best of 1:45.319 on his factory Honda NSR250, 
only three-tenths off his best time from a year ago when he rode the factory Aprilia.

Hunwick Hallam takes to

manufacturer Hunwick Hal- 

lam unveiled its much-antici- 
pated V-twin X1R superbike at the 
opening round of the World Super- 
bike Series at Phillip Island in Aus- 
tralia on March 23. 

It was the first time the futuris- 
tic bike turned a wheel when Hun- 
wick Hallam’s well-known devel- 
opment rider/racer Malcolm 
Campbell completed two very ten- 
tative laps between practice ses- 
sions on Saturday. 

The man behind the Hunwick Hallam machine, Rod Hunwick, explained the rea- 
sons for such a risky debut, just prior to when the bike took to the track. 

“We're very nervous about doing this, but the way we've approached the Hunwick 
Hallam is about not following convention, so it’s in keeping with our philosophy,” 
Hunwick said. "We're very happy with how well the Hunwick Hallam concept has 
been received around the world, and we've just got notice that we'll be allowed to race 
the XIR Superbike in the Australian Superbike Sprint Series in a prototype class start- 
ing at the second round at Phillip Island on April 13. We won't be eligible for points or 
prize money, but we're keen to get on the track as soon as possible to test and improve 
the technology we've been developing." 

Commenting on the bike that features an incredibly long and low front fairing, 
designer Paul Hallam said, "This bike is full of so many different ideas that we can 
refine in a race environment. Everything about the bike is radical - the geometry of the 
engine, the chassis and the suspension is unlike anything ever built."

U nknown 24-year-old Estonian rider Avo Leok shocked the FIM 500cc World 





Champion circuit regulars by claiming the overall win at the opening round of 
the 500cc GP MX Series in Lommel, Belgium, March 23. 

Leok rode to consistent 4-2 moto scores to capture the overall victory over Honda- 
mounted Gert-Jan Van Doorn, of Holland, who carded 3-3 moto finishes, and KTM Bel- 
gian rider Johan Boonen, who posted an 11-1 on the day. 

Englishman Kurt Nicoll rode his factory KTM to fourth overall via a 2-11 tally, and 
former champ Joel Smets claimed fifth overall on his factory four-stroke Husaberg. 

Jacky Martens, of Luxembourg, won the first moto on a 630cc Husqvarna but regis- 
tered a DNF in the second moto. Defending champ Shayne King of New Zealand had a 
quiet day, going 10-8 in the Belgian sand. 

Winner Leok, who entered the '97 series as a complete unknown, roosted through | 
the brutal, deep sand of Lommel - site of America's first Motocross des Nations victory 
in 1981 - aboard a PSM-sponsored Kawasaki. In a true rags-to-riches story, the word 
has it that Leok was recently competing in a local Belgian race aboard an old and well- 
used Honda CR500 and caught the eye of the PSM - a small Belgian outfit - team man- 
ager, who supplied Leok with a new KX500. Apparently, Leok was also in possession 
of a Dunlop tire contract but insisted on running Russian-manufactured Barum tires. 
Leok holeshot both motos and hung on for solid scores in both motos. 

Also of note, Swede Peter Johansson rode the works Yamaha YZMA00 four-stroke to 
19-9 results, and American Trampas Parker failed to qualify due to clutch problems 
with his 550cc Vertamati. 

Defending 250cc MX World Champion Stefan Everts bounced back from his fourth- 
place showing at the World Championship 250cc MX Series opener the previous week 
in Spain to win in Agueda, Portugal, March 23. Everts, aboard an HRC-backed Honda, 
carded 2-1 moto scores for the overall win. Finishing second overall was the previous 
week's Spanish GP winner Tallon Vohland of the Chesterfield Yamaha team, with 3-4 
moto finishes. Third overall was privateer Honda rider Yves Demaria who went 7-3 on 
the day. Rounding out the top five were Suzuki Johnson's Marnicq Bervoets and Pamo 
Honda’s Pit Beirer. 

Yamaha's Joakim Karlsson won the first moto but finished out of the points in the 
second. 

Everts now leads the series points chase over Vohland and Bervoets. Frenchman 
Sebastien Tortelli, who finished second overall in Spain, did not ride in Portugal 
because of an ankle injury. 

Yamaha De Carli's Alessio Chiodi came out swinging at the opening round of the 
World Championship 1256 MX Series in Jogyakarts, Indonesia, March 23. Chiodi won 
both motos, while American Bobby Moore, of the Yamaha Magic Bike team, ended up 
second overall with 2-7 showings. Factory TM riders Allesandro Puzar and Xavier 
Colomer went 3-4, while Yamaha Motor France's Frederick Vialle took fifth.

Carmichael tripled the previ- 
ous jump and was committed while Sel- 
lards was switching lines from outside 
in to make a pass on someone else. 
Carmichael hit the back of Sellards. 
Cycle News reporter Kit Palmer probably 
didn't see it happen because the riders 
were outside the top five when it 
occurred. He probably wrote what he 
heard from other people who saw the 
incident. 

Things like this happen in this line of 
work. I don't feel that it was fair of John 
Hill, Peggy Adamic or John Fox - all 
from Ohio - to react the way they did in 
ganging up on your reporters with a let- 
ter-writing campaign and make it seem 
like Kit conspired against Brock Sell- 
ards.

So in short, Eric rode a great race and 
won the event but the bike was found to 
have one horsepower over the limit 
(measured on an ever-fluctuating dyno, 
affected by changing temperatures, etc.) 
and now NASB gets to keep the first- 
place prize money. If this is indeed their 
policy, how could the NASB justify this? 
And why would a rider found winning 
on an illegal bike get to retain the physi- 
cal trophy, but not the points or the 
money? 

Certainly, in real terms, the one extra 
horsepower did not give Eric Bostrom 
any actual advantage on the track, and 
he certainly deserves the win in my eyes 
(I watched the race in person). But if an 
infraction of the rules was discovered, 
however unfortunate, why should the 
sanctioning body win from this and not 
the other riders finishing second, third 
and so on. 

And it seems just a tad brazen to me 
that Mr. Edmondson would say after 
the post-race dyno run of Bostrom's 
bike, "He brought a gun to a knife 
fight." One horsepower, Roger? Maybe 
I've misunderstood something. But if 
the above is, in fact, true - does anybody 
else think the NASB policy sounds a lit- 
tle strange?

AMA Supercross Series win of the sea- 
son in front of 41,011 fans. 

"] felt great all day long,” Emig said 
from the Kawasaki pits. “In practice I set 
the fastest time. In my heat I posted the 
fastest time and same thing in the main. 
When I went out of the gate in the main 
I accidentally knocked the bike into neu- 
tral and started in the middle of the 
pack. I just shook my head like, ‘Oh boy, 
this is going to be fun,’ but it worked 
out. I rode my own race and picked 
everybody off like ‘boom, boom, boom,’ 
and worked my way right to the front 
quickly. I think it was probably my best 
supercross ride yet.” 

"I really don't think about the points 
lead," Emig continued. "I'm just having 
fun winning races and even the ones I 
don't win. I’m having a pretty good 
time. I'd like to thank Kawasaki, Bridge- 
stone, Shift, Arnette, Troy Lee Designs, 
Shoei, Alpinestars, Cytomax, every- 
body." 





Team Yamaha's 
Ezra Lusk rode 
well and held off 
McGrath to finish 
second. 


Lusk nearly grabbed the holeshot in 
the main and would run in the top five 
before getting to second by lap seven. 
He held off Team Suzuki/Suzuki of 
Troy/1-800-Collect's Jeremy McGrath 
for the rest of the main to finish second 
on the podium for the second time this 
season. 

"Usually I start the race a little bit 
faster than I did tonight, “Lusk said. “I 
was being a little patient and I wasn't 
going as fast as I knew I could.

hung in there and I'm happy to be on 
the podium again." 

McGrath gated good and was every 
bit a part of the passing melee that was 
the top five to seven positions for the 
first 13 laps. He was happy with his 
ride, but thought he could have done 
better. He moved up to second in the 


- points battle and is now 11 points 


behind series leader Emig. 
“I blew a perfect opportunity,” 


McGrath said while signing autographs ` 


at the back of the Suzuki semi. "You 
can't fall down and win races. I was 
right in the hunt there and I made a stu- 
pid mistake. I tried to pass Ezra (Lusk) 











on the inside and just washed out the 
front end and that's when Jeff (Emig) 
got around me. I wasn't down long but 
it takes a little out of you when you fall, 
so then I had to charge back up to get 
to third. Had I not fallen things could 
have been different but it was just one 
of those nights. I at least I got better 
starts this week, vs. what I've been get- 
ting." 

Team Chaparral/Yamaha's Jimmy 
Button showed the fans he cold run 
with the big boys as he finished fourth 
this week, one position lower than last 
week's confident finish in Minneapolis. 
Button was involved in the passing fren- 
zy-filled first 12 laps and cleanly passed 
McGrath on the seventh lap before hav- 
ing an altercation with Team Yamaha's 
Doug Henry that put the New Englan- 
der out of the race. 

^I rode really well last weekend, 
made a few passes on some top guys 
and it's helped my confidence a lot," 
Button said. "I felt really good on the 
bike yesterday and today and every- 
thing fell together in the main. A couple 


~ little things could have gone better like 


the incident with Doug Henry that shot 
me off the track. I got passed-by LaRoc- 
co and Ward then, but I was able to get 
back around. I think I could've gotten 
closer to Jeremy without the trouble. 
Yamaha, Chaparral, my mechanic 
Anthony Paggio and myself have all 
been working hard and hopefully we 
can win one of these things this year." 
Henry was credited with 20th, earn- 
ing just one championship point, and 
the once series leader now sits in third, 
28 points off the pace. Reportedly, after 
further examination on Monday, March 
24, his hand was found to be broken and 
badly cut, requiring over 20 stitches. 





Henry will reportedly be out for six to 
eight weeks and hopes to return by the 
Hangtown National MX on May 4. 

Team Honda of Troy's Larry Ward 
finished fifth and may have finished 
much better had he not tipped over 
while trying to make a pass on the 
holeshotting Team Manchester Honda 
Racing-rider Damon Bradshaw for sec- 
ond at the end of the second lap. Ward 
lost about five positions but steadily 
worked up by the finish. 

Team Moto XXX/O"Neal/HSKS of 
Ocala's Brian Swink turned in his best 
finish of the year with sixth, followed by 
Bradshaw and Team Suzuki/1-800-Col- 





lect's Greg Albertyn, who fell in the 
whoops after the start and recovered in 
last place. Team Chaparral/Yamaha's 
Phil Lawrence had his top finish of the 
year in ninth and F&S Suzuki/Factory 
Connection's Cliff Palmer claimed 10th.

‘The first 250cc heat was a definite 
_ glimpse of the turbulent main event to 
| come as Henry, McGrath, Lusk and 
Ward battled heavily for the first half 
of the race. They were all up there at 
the start along with Washougal 
MX/TMR's Ryan Huffman, Button and 
Team Green/Kawasaki of Carrollton's 
Jeff Dement. 

Ward led for a few laps but McGrath 
was able to get around him just before 
the finish-line jump on lap three and 
Henry followed. Lusk started working 
on Ward and disposed of him shortly 
thereafter, and Dement and Lawrence 
soon followed suit. At the finish it was 
Henry, McGrath, Lusk and Texan 
Dement taking the last direct transfer to 
the main. Lawrence settled for fifth, 
with Ward, Huffman and Button closing 
out the top eight. 

The second heat was all Emig as he 
snagged the holeshot and pulled three 
seconds on the field by the end of lap 
one and rode to the win. Bradshaw, 
LaRocco, Albertyn and Swink battled 
for the remaining transfer positions. 

Bradshaw passed Albertyn for sec- 
ond on the first-lap shuffle, and the two 
riders finished in that order. LaRocco 
slowed himself down considerably 
when he cased it in the whoop section 
giving Swink an easy opportunity for 
fourth and a trip to the main. LaRocco 
had to go to the semis with a fifth-place 
finish, and Palmer got sixth after being 
there for much of the race.

ing closely. LaRocco passed Palmer 
before the step-up jump and rode 
uncontested for the remaining five laps 
to the checkers.

Ward 
was in the shuffle along with McGrath, 
Swink and Button. Emig came out of the 
first corner in 11th, while Albertyn 
would pick up his factory Suzuki after a 
crash in the whoops during the first lap. 

Henry had visions of victory and 
passed Bradshaw in the corner before 
the step-up jump at the end of the

and Button running close behind. Ward 
and Button got around Hedden midlap 
and Lawrence was running third by lap 
two.

Ward grabbed the checkers over a 
hounding Button, followed by 
Lawrence, Huffman and Hedden. 

Palmer had the holeshot in the sec- 
ond semi with Pro Circuit/JT-backed 
Erik Anderson, LaRocco and Del Amo 
Motorsports Matthew Bateman follow- 


‘whoops, which had become one of the 


three or four prime passing spots on the 
track. Ward began to hound Bradshaw 
but tipped over while trying to make a 
pass in an S-turn before the finish and 
dropped about five positions. Emig 
worked his way through the pack, 
around LaRocco and into fifth by lap 
three. 

The top four riders - Henry, Brad- 
shaw, Lusk and Button - raced closely, 
sizing each other up in every section of 
the track. Bradshaw popped out of a rut 
in a slick corner allowing Lusk and 
Emig, who had deposed Button a lap 
prior, to move into second and third, 
respectively. 

Quickly, Lusk zapped Henry before 
the finish line, and Emig followed suit a 
half a lap later at the step-up section. 








Button began to pressure Bradshaw for 
fourth when the two came together in 
the air, with Bradshaw catching a part of 
Button’s motorcycle on his wrist. Brad- 
shaw promptly pulled over thinking his 
wrist was badly injured, but soon 
resumed racing in eighth place. 

McGrath ran patiently in the top five 
before moving around Button and then 
Henry on lap eight to take over third. 
Button began to pressure Henry and the 
two collided, sending Henry to the pits 
with a lacerated and broken left hand, 
and Button went careening off the track 
and hopped back on just behind LaRoc- 
co in fifth. ; 

“I sucked up the triple and made 
some time on Henry," explained an 
apologetic Button. “He jumped it on the 
outside, and I thought he was going to 
go to the outside. I think when he heard 
me, he tried to jump to the inside and 
came up a little bit short on the double, 
moved left and, I believe, I landed on 
his clutch hand. I got shot off the track 
and lost a position or two. 

“I feel bad about the incident with 
Henry," Button added, "because he's 
battling for the points lead and all. We 
both ride for Yamaha and I don't want 
to jeopardize maybe a Yamaha winning 
the championship, but I was definitely 
not tying to take him out." 

Henry saw it differently. 

“Jimmy Button was going to be a 
hero and jumped to the inside and took 
me out," Henry said on his way to the 
hospital. "My hand is cut up really bad. 
Ithink his handlebar landed on it." 

Meanwhile, LaRocco was holding off 
Button and Ward until his bike sudden- 
ly locked up in the whoops and prompt- 
ly stopped, giving Button and Ward 
fourth and fifth, respectively. 

The top six stayed the same until lap 
17, when LaRocco, who had restarted 
his bike, went down after the finish line 
jump when his bike again locked up. 
His night was over. 

^We really don't know what hap- 
pened yet,” LaRocco said. “I thought it 
was the rear brake but it doesn’t seem to 
be that. We just don’t know yet.” 

Back out on the track, Swink 
assumed sixth with LaRocco’s departure 
and held a good lead over Bradshaw, 
Albertyn and Lawrence. 

Up front, the pack raced on and 
stayed close with Emig taking the check- 
ers with a three-second lead over Lusk. 
McGrath was third, followed by Button, 
Ward, Swink, Bradshaw, Albertyn, 
Lawrence and Palmer. CN

eam Yamaha's Kevin Windham 
Toss to the American 

motocross public that he is indeed 
back on track after a few un-Windham- 
like crashes earlier in the year that put 
his 125cc title run in jeopardy. Tonight, 
at the Houston Astrodome, the 
Louísiana resident stomped the compe- 
tition for the second straight week. 
Windham was again in a class of his 
own as he holeshot the main event, 
opened up a three-second lead by the 
end of the first lap and went on to take 
the checkers six seconds ahead of his 
nearest competitor. 

Windhàm now holds a commanding 
series points lead and, for all intents and 
purposés, needs only to stay on two 
wheels and finish the next West Coast 
round in Dallas, Texas, on April 26, to 
take his second-straight 125cc Western 
Regional Championship title. 

“My race went great and I couldn't 
ask for anything better," Windham said 
about the win. "The crowd was definite- 
ly behind me. This is only four hours 
from my house, so I basically grew up 
riding in Texas. This race is always good 
for me and the dirt's good here, so I just 
can't wait to come here yearly. l've won 
it two years in a row so I'm really 
happy. 

"I'm a race ahead of Vuillemin now 
(in points) and I think I'm about 19

points ahead of Robbie (Reynard)," 
Windham continued. "I've got to get 
something like 16th (at Dallas), so it's 
looking pretty good.

Robbie Reyanrd was in second place by 
the second lap but could not keep up the 
blistering pace Windham was setting. 
The Oklahoman moved up to second in 
the points chase over FMF/Yamaha's 
David Vuillemin. 

Kawasaki of Mexico /Tecate's Pedro 
Gonzalez finished third in the main to 
match his season-best finish in Seattle 
earlier this year. 

"Tonight went really good," Gonza- 
lez said. “(Jeff) Willoh and I went back 


.and forth for a while, and then I got 


away and rode for myself for like seven 
laps. But then Casey (Johnson) started 
pushing me and got close, but I held 
him off. It's been hard to get my confi- 
dence back since hitting my head so

Windham grabbed 
the lead spot during the first lap and 
rode uncontested to the win. Gonzalez 
and Johnson went to second and third 
quickly and finished there with Johnson 


applying pressure. 


Noleen's Jeff Willoh finished fourth, 
Suzuki/FMF-backed Tyler Evans got 
fifth, Pro Circuit/Sinisalo-sponsored 
Ryan Duff took sixth, with Primal 
Impulse/Honda's Shaun Perolio nabbing 
seventh after a bad start. Chaparral/ 
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Yamaha's Travis Preston and R&S Rac- 
ing/ American Suzuki-backed Ryan Clark 
finished eithth and ninth, respectively. 

Kawasaki of Mexico/Tecate's Erick 
Vallejo joined teammate Gonzalez in the 
main by winning the LCQ.

Reynard finished a distant second, 
followed by Gonzalez. Johnson took 
fourth and was chased across the finish 
line by Lytle, Willoh, Currie, Brandes, 
Vallejo and Vuillemin, in that order.

Team Green rider Jeff Dement made 
the 250cc main event and finished a respectable 11th, while Team 
SKP's Grayson Goodman and Suzuki Sports Charlie Bogard 
qualified for the 125c main, finishing 11th and 12th, respectively. 


The 25066 class had.only:42 riders entered which meant that 
afternoon qualifying was not needed. With all of the injured 250cc 
riders right now, which include but are not limited to Lamson, 
Huffman, Hughes, Pichon.

23 
onditions at Phillip Island 
couldn't have been more differ- 
ent than in the two races that 
opened the 10th edition of the 
World Superbike Championship. 
But it didn't make any difference 
for Castrol Honda as one of its riders 
came out on top both times out - wet 
and dry. John Kocinski scored a memo- 
rable and solitary win in his debut ride 
for the team in treacherous conditions 
on the soaking-wet and slippery track 
south of Melbourne and, a few hours 
later, his teammate Aaron Slight did the 
same - but this time in perfect weather 
conditions and with three rivals breath- 
ing down his neck until the very end. 

Kocinski's victory came easily after 
several of the top men had fallen in the 
miserable conditions and he ended up 
leading Ducati's Carl Fogarty across the 
line by some 15 seconds with Kawasa- 
ki's Simon Crafar a similar distance 
behind in third place. 

The second race, though, was a 
thriller with first-race crash victims 
Slight and Yamaha's Colin Edwards II 
battling to the very end - along with 
Crafar. At the finish line it was Slight by 
just .033 of a second over Edwards with 
Crafar only another half second behind.

With one of 13 rounds in the books, 
Kocinski with his 1-7 tally leads the 
chanipionship point standings after one 
round with 34, just one point better than 
Fogarty, who finished the day with sec- 
ond- and fourth-place finishes. Crafar's 
two thirds puts him third in the title 
chase with 32 while Slight's victory and 
non-score in race one places him fourth 
with 25 points. Australian Superbike 
Series competitor Troy Bayliss is fifth 
after he ended the day as the top Suzuki 
man with two fifth-place finishes. 

And what of former World Super- 
bike Champion Scott Russell? The facto- 
ry Yamaha star crashed in the first race, 
but remounted to finish seventh. In the 
second leg he was sixth, placing him 


seventh - just behind teammate 
Edwards - in the championship, 15 
points behind Kocinski. 

RACE ONE 


From the moment they woke up, the 
riders knew that at least the first heat 
wouldn't be one they'd easily forget. For 
the first time since Christmas, it was 
pouring rain on the Island that's located 
south of Melbourne and after a wet 
morning warmup session, it was time to 
mount rain tires and rain suits. 

Just when it seemed as though things 
couldn't get any worse, tire decisions 
became even more critical when the sun 
came out again only five minutes before 
the start - with these conditions, the 
track was certain to dry before the end 
of the race. 

Things started off very badly for 
pole-sitter Slight when he lost a lot of 
ground as the lights turned to green - 
and it was only the beginning of a very 
short and difficult race for the New 
Zealander. Not so for his Castrol Honda

teammate Kocinski who grabbed the 
lead right from the start, diving into the 
first corner on top of the field and fol- 
lowed by Ducati's Neil Hodgson, Rus- 
sell, Edwards, Crafar and Fogarty. 

Three of the superbike men were not 
going to survive the first lap: Ducati- 
mounted Pier-Francesco Chili, and 
Suzuki's James Whitham and Peter 
Goddard all went down before they 
even had a chance to get into the groove 
of things. For Chili and Goddard, the 
crashes marked the end of their week- 

| end. 

Chili re-injured.his left shoulder 
which was damaged in a Saturday-after- 
noon crash. 

"After my crash in yesterday's prac- 
tice, I dislocated my shoulder and 
would probably not have started if it 
had not rained," the Italian said. "On a 
dry track, you need more effort to get 
the bike where you want it to go." 

Goddard, meanwhile, suffered a bro- 
ken collarbone that put him out of the 
second heat. 

. Up front, Kocinski and Hodgson had 
already opened up a small gap over the 
Yamaha duo of Russell and Edwards 
and the rest of the field. Just when 
everybody became impressed by Hodg- 
son's performance, the Briton went 
down in the infamous turn 10 - where 
the track takes riders over a hill prior to 
a hard-braking area into a right-hand 
corner. By the end of the race, the gravel 
pit in turn 10 was turned into a scrap 
yard for high-tech superbikes. 

Edwards looked to be on the move as 
he worked past Russell at the end of the 
long front straight. After Hodgson's 
crash, Kocinski already had a comfort- 
able five-second lead over the rest of the 
pack, but Edwards appeared to be the 
man who could possibly make a race of 
it. 

On the sixth lap, Slight saw his 
efforts to come back from his poor start 
reduced to zero when he bit the dust in 
turn 10. 

"Starting from pole in the wet is a big 
problem here," Slight explained. "The 
finish line just in front of that starting 
position is so wide and so slippery. That 
messed up my start completely, and I 
came back sixth from last after the first 
lap. I pretty easily went back to 12th and 
then started my progress until I was 
sixth, but on the sixth lap it was all over. 
The oil flag had already been shown the 
lap before, but I got through all right so 
I didn't worry too much. The next lap I 
went down before I knew what was 
going on." 

A lap later and Suzuki's Mike Hale 
was down and out. 

"The Kawasaki in front of me started 
losing oil, and I got covered in it," the 
Texan explained. "I sat up on the 
straight, touched the brake, and went 
down immediately. I tried to pick the 
bike up, but then I noticed that the foot- 

. peg was off and that the handlebars 
were twisted forward. That was the end 
for me. It's too bad because I felt really 
good out there and my lap times were 
getting better and better. This was only 
my second superbike race in the wet. I 
would've liked to stay on board to see 
how far I would get." 

In the meantime, the track had start- 
ed to dry in some places but it didn't 
help much as an oil-spewing bike was 

. laying a trail of oil all around the track - 
right on the racing line. 

Russell was the next victim, the 
Georgian getting spit off his Yamaha. 
Fortunately, he was able to get the bike 
going again. 

“I hit the oil coming into the corner 
then ran wide, got back on line and hit it

again," Russell said. “The bike failed but 
started again. I hit my elbow but it's all 
right. After that I was really scared of 
my tires and how they would go.” 

He resumed the battle in ninth place. 

At about the same time, Yamaha lost 
its only other chance for a top finish 
when Edwards also went down. 

"Someone went around the whole 
track spewing oil - not just on one cor- 
ner but on the whole track and on the 
racing line," Edwards explained. 
"Before it was okay, just a normal wet- 
weather race, but after lap seven or 
eight it was totally different - they 
should have stopped it. I slowed up and 
my lap times went from 1:51s to 1:57s. I 
went into that second hairpin way slow- 
er than before but I still fell. I pushed 
the bike the length of a football field but 
it still wouldn't start." 

From then on, things eased up a bit. 
With 19 riders still circulating, nobody 
was in much of a mood to take chances. 
At the halfway point, Kocinski was 
some 18 seconds ahead of a solitary Fog- 
arty, an equally solitary Crafar and à 
lonely Akira Yanagawa, on the second 
factory Kawasaki. The differences 
between these men would only stretch 
as the race wore on and they - along 
with fifth-placed local boy Troy Bayliss - 
were the only riders to finish the entire 
22 laps. 

Behind them, Russell performed very 
well, taking seventh place from Austri- 
an Andreas Meklau in the final laps. 

Obviously, Kocinski was very happy 
with the result, repeating his perfor- 
mance of a year ago but winning the 
opening round on an unfamiliar bike. 

"| have never had worse conditions 
in my racing career," said Kocinski, only 
four days after celebrating his 29th 
birthday. “In the beginning of the week, 
we had a lot of problems but my 
mechanics got it all right for race day. 
During the wet warmup, I felt confident 
that I could win in wet conditions." 

Fogarty's top finish was somewhat of 
a surprise after his not-too-impressive 
practice and qualifying performance. 

"The conditions out there were unbe- 
lievable," the former World Champion 
said. “As the track dried, the tires start- 











ed shredding. By that time, my only 
ambition was to stay upright. At the rate 
everybody was crashing, I figured that 
strategy would put me in the top five." 

Crafar was even a bigger surprise, 
scoring one of the best results of his 
career. 

“I don't know about the other guys, 
but for me it wasn't too much fun out 
there," the Kiwi said. "Even before the 
oil came out, it was slippery as hell. On 
top of that, I wasn't able to get a good 
setup for the wet because I crashed in 
the beginning of the wet warmup in the 
morning. So the first few laps were quite 
scary, when I tried to see how far I 
could go. I lost a lot of ground at that 
point and even when I tried to push a 
little harder, I felt that I was still riding 
too slow. I was very surprised when I 
found myself catching up with the guys 
in front of me. But with nine laps to go, I 
settled for third. It was quite a boring 
race, actually." 


RACE TWO 


After most of the riders had licked 
their wounds and their crews had 
repaired the bikes and reverted to dry- 
weather setups, the second race got 
under way in good conditions. Unlike 
the first confrontation of the season, 
most of the top riders would stay 
upright for this one. 

Yanagawa, who was pleased with his 





careful fourth-place ride in the first race, 
pulled a rocket start out of his pocket 
and led the pack for the first three laps. 
The Japanese rider's lead didn't last 
long, though, as the likes of Slight, Foga- 
rty, Crafar, Hodgson and Edwards were 
fighting over each inch of the track just 
behind his green back. 

Hodgson was once.again one of the 
first riders to be knocked out as he 
parked his Ducati on the fifth lap. 

By that time, Slight had taken over at 
the front, though it was a position that 
changed in almost every corner as a 
group of five - Slight, Edwards, Crafar, 
Fogarty and Yanagawa - contested the 
lead for 14 laps. 

It was then that Yanagawa made an 
early exit. 

“Carl Fogarty and I were in a battle 
when he caught up with a backmarker 
going into turn one,” Yanagawa 
explained. “Fogarty made a sudden 
maneuver to get past the slow guy, 
pulled straight into my line and I had to 
run wide to avoid him. Unfortunately, I 
was too far off the line to make the first 
corner and I ran onto the grass at high 


-speed and crashed." 


The Japanese rider later left the Clini- 
ca Mobile with his wrist in a cast. 

For Hale, the end came one lap later. 
The Suzuki rider had been close to the 
top 10 in the beginning of the race, but 
quickly started to lose ground. 
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` "About the third lap, the rear tire 
went," Hale said. "Five laps later, it 
started blistering which made the bike 
vibrate a lot. I slowed down, hoping to 
still end in the points. But then the tire 
came apart and I had to stop. It's too 
bad, but this was the best choice going 
into the race. I think Neil Hodgson had 
the same problem." 

In the meantime, the pace didn't 
slow down much up front and it soon 
became clear that the four-way fight 
would go the distance. It all came down 
to the final lap. 

At that point, Edwards looked to be 
the favorite as he led, though Slight and 
Crafar were very close. Fogarty, mean- 
while, had lost a bit of ground and bar- 
ring a miracle he wouldn't win or stand 
on the rostrum for a second time on the 
day. 

Edwards had led the last five laps 
and seemed poised for his first-ever 
World Superbike victory, but Slight 
managed to work into his draft in the 
last corner and edged past the Texan in 
the mad dash for the finish line. 

"I knew I had to be in the lead start- 
ing the last lap," Edwards said. “Earlier, 
I'd noticed that I couldn't draft by Slight 
on the straight. But I lacked a bit of trac- 
tion coming out of the last corner. I’m 
not upset, but I had the impression that 
I could get the victory. With two laps to 
go there was no one on my butt and I 
thought there was enough gap, but it 
wasn't to be." 

Instead, Slight took the sixth victory 
of his career and made it a double-win 
day for Honda. 

ኀ had it in my mind that it is easier 
to catch someone up and pass them than 
to lead onto that final straight," Slight 
explained. "But I thought Colin had the 
race wrapped up with two laps to go 
when he opened up a gap, but I man- 
aged to claw it back under braking at 
Honda corner and then it was just a case 
of holding on around the final corner to 
stay with Colin down the straight." 

Crafar's consistent day ended with 
another third-place finish. 

“It was easy to take the lead in the 
opening stages, but it was not the best 
position to be in because whoever was 
in front towed the others along in the 
slipstream," Crafar said. "Four laps 
from the end, I still saw a chance for vic- 
tory but then I noticed that Colin and 
Aaron were getting away while I got 


stuck behind Carl. It took me a while to 
get past the Ducati, but the gap to Colin 
and Aaron was too big by that stage. 
And the front had started pushing a lot 
so I settled for third." 

Bayliss finished fifth again, with Rus- 
sell making a strong bid late in the race 
to push Kocinski back to seventh on the 
final lap. 








1 knew I wouldn't go as well in the 
second race as the first because of one or 
two little problems we had in the dry 
qualifying," Kocinski said. "I also had 
tire problems and the rear was never 
going to help me get the better of 
Bayliss." 

"The track felt as slippery as in quali- 
fying and so it was hard for me to get

Slightly better 


Fx showed the way during Friday and 





Saturday's practice for the first World Superbike 

race of the season. On Friday morning, Yamaha's - 
Scott Russell and Colin Edwards II confirmed their 
impressive performances from Daytona two weeks earli- 
er by taking the first two places in the free practice ses- 
sion. Surprisingly though, things would go the wrong 
way after that. 

A few hours later, Kawasaki's Akira Yanagawa 
offered the first big surprise of the weekend. On a bike 
that had looked entirely out of shape during winter 
practice sessions, the Japanese newcomer to the series took provisional 
pole position in a dominant way after Carl Fogarty had been the fastest 
during the first half hour. His teammate Simon Crafar took the second 
spot in the closing stages, followed by Edwards and Aaron Slight 
(right). 

With Castrol Honda's Slight on top of the rankings on Saturday 
morning, the second (and decisive) qualifying session promised to be a 
head-on battle among the four-cylinder brigade. But it was Fogarty who 
took his Ducati out on a fast ride right from the start, earning him the 
top spot for some 20 minutes. Then, things started to heat up with 
Slight, Yanagawa and Crafar taking the day's pole position, without 
ever getting close to Yanagawa's performance from the day before. 

With only three minutes left in the final session, Slight finally got a 
clear lap and moved up to grab the pole - lapping under Yanagawa’s 
Friday time by half a second. It was the third World Superbike pole 
position for an RC45. 

"It's good to get pole position here,” the New Zealander said. “After 
Yanagawa and Crafar got past me on today’s ranking, I waited to have 
a clear lap and then have another go at the pole. This year I want to be 
more aggressive on the track, and apparently that new approach has 
already paid off. Even though there are no major changes on the bike, I 
went half a second faster than last year.” 

Even though he was toppled from the top slot in those closing 
stages, Yanagawa was quite satisfied with his result. 

“I was just looking for a good race setup when I set my fastest time,” 
he said. “I made a big mistake on my fastest lap in Honda corner. With- 
out that, and with a softer-compound tire, 1 am sure that I would have 
gone even faster." 

His teammate Crafar was equally as pleased. 

“I hadn't expected to be on the front row when we came here," the 
Kiwi admitted. “The off-season testing hadn't been so good and we 
were quite unfamiliar with the new-spec bike, which we used for the 
first time a week ago. But apparently we have now partly closed the 
gap in acceleration and power compared to the other four-cylinders. It's 
also hopeful that I set my fastest time on race rubber. That proves the 
competitiveness of the new Kawasaki." 

Edwards filled the front row on the factory Yamaha. 

"The track lacks grip," the Texan complained. "We had the same tire 





available here as last year 
when it was like glue, but 
now from the first lap it 
was spinning like hell. 
Practice didn't go as well 
as last year, when I took 
pole, but we have a good 
race setup. Tonight the 
mechanics will put the 
front and the rear I felt 
most comfortable with 
under my race bike, and 
then it will be up to me.” 

Fogarty had to be 
happy with fifth position 
on the second row. 

“My biggest problem is having the bike hold the line,” the Brit said. 
“During private practice a couple of months ago I got down to 1:34.6, 
but since then the track seems to have lost some grip. And I was held 
up by (Scott) Russell on my fastest lap. We'll try to have the bike 
behave better for tomorrow by setting up the front and the rear differ- 
ently and by changing the ride height." 

Ducati's Neil Hodgson, Castrol Honda's John Kocinski and Yama- 
ha's Scott Russell completed row two. Even though he did not equal his 
teammate's lap times, Kocinski was quite happy with his performance. 

“We had some problems trying to find front grip," he said. “But the 
team has done excellent work during the whole weekend, not even tak- 
ing tíme to eat lunch. So I feel sure that tomorrow the bike will be per- 
fect. In the last few minutes we'd already found part of the solution 
when we changed the setup of the front suspension. It éarned me my 
best lap time of 1:35.837.” 

Russell was his usual self after a disappointing eighth-quickest qual- 

ring time. 

"I ain't saying shit. Just make something up," was his diplomatic 
answer. 

The Georgian had been struggling mostly with the front fork setup 
and complained about a lack of grip, but he wasn't able to better his Fri- 
day best on Saturday. 

The factory Suzukis didn't fare well in the first qualifying session of 
the season and had to be happy with starting on the fifth row with Mike 
Hale 18th-fastest. 

^We are struggling with the chassis and the suspension," Hale said. 
“The lap times have come down, but not enough. I’m sure that nobody 
would have been able to ride that bike faster around this track than-me. 
For tomorrow's warmup we'll take a big gamble on one bike and fine- 
tune the solution we — have on the other one - and then make a 
choice." 

Hale's teammate Jamie Whitham was 19th after the second qualify- 
ing day. 

“We haven't found a setup on which I feel comfortable," the Brit 
said. "I did my best laps on qualifying tires, but the difference with the 
race tires is not so important - Dunlop riders seem to be a bit better off 
with their qualifiers on this slippery track." 
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going," Russell said. "I didn't manage to 
get the bike going as well as I know we 
can and my tire never felt great." €N

Briefly... 


The Australian World Superbike opener also saw the introduction 
ofa new championship point-paying system in the series. 
At first, Flammini and the FIM had hoped to offer a.contract to 24 
riders, contracting them to participate in every round.of the cham- 
pionship and. making them the only riders eligible for points..A few 
weeks prior to the opening. round, however, only 18 riders were 
on the "fixed-starters list." This means that the organizers of each 
event can appoint six other riders (not necessarily from their own 


other riders will qualify for the European Superbike Championship 
in European races and for no championship in particular outside of 
Europe. They will, however, receive prize money from their finish- 
es with their points going to the next "fixed" World Superbike 
starter. Beginning with the next. race in. Misano, Italy, the "fixed 
riders" will use racing numbers less than 50. “Of course, we had 
hoped to:have a list of 24 riders," CCR-president Claude Danis 
stated in Australia. "But we are quité happy with the current situa- 
tion. This is à necessary step toward a further professionalization 
of the series. Moreover, this rule will dissuade manufacturers 
from entering several factory riders in order to take away points 
from rivals to their "own" title candidates in a decisive stage of 
the championship. In-order to get more private riders on the grids, 

, we. will try to find a technical regulation which must prevent manu- 
facturers from putting relatively affordable motorcycles on sale 
which can only be made competitive on the track by using expen- 
sive kit parts. Homologation rules will be changed so that super- 
bike racing becomes more accessible again for privateers.” 


In another move to try and limit racing budgets, FIM (and the 
team managers) are also considering a similar private testing sys- 
tem similar to that used in Grands Prix. A proposition will be made 
at the FIM Congress at the end of the year to have teams make a 
choice of one or-two circuits where they will be allowed to test 
before the actual race is held there. Other World Superbike tracks 
will be off-limits - until the round of the series is held there. 


After a sabbatical year in the Austrian Championship, Andreas 
Meklau is back in World Superbike racing. The tall Austrian, who 
Surprised everyone in 1994 when he rode his private Ducati to 
victory on his home track at Zeltweg. has two of the of the 20 
"special homologation” 996cc versions of the 916 that have been 
built in order to offer the factory riders their legal capacity advan- 
tage over the four-cylinder brigade.

thanks to his personal sponsor Remus, he got the chance to have 
two new Ducati 996s to ride in the World Superbike Champi- 
onship. Meklau called Havlicek on January 2 and persuaded him 
to change his plans and go for the World Superbike Champi- 
onship instead. Havlicek still has the three completely prepared 
Ducati 748s in his garage. waiting for a new owner. 


One year before the expected invasion of Japanese twins and 
other new bikes on the World Superbike grids, no new models 
appeared at the season opener and all the factory bikes were evo- 
lutions of the machines that had were ridden in 1996. At Yama- 
ha, the Japanese engineers had concentrated on better accelera- 
tion between 8000 and 10,000 rpm.. "We have changed the 
intake shape and used lighter crankshafts which produce less fric- 
tion to achieve that goal," explained Takaaki Suzuki, supervisor of 
the First Engineering Division at Yamaha. In addition,-a more rigid 
swingarm was developed and different brake pads and a wider 
selection of rims sizes were used. "In Japan, we are still working 
to get more horsepower," the engineer said. "We think it is pos- 
sible to get five or six more horsepower before. the season is 
over." The obligatory modifications to the exhaust - to get the 
noíse production from 105 dba back to the new limit of 102 dba - 
had not resulted in a loss of horsepower. 


On the Suzukis, the most visible change was the use of Showa 
suspension components, front and rear. "We compared their 
products with the Kayabas we had been using in 1996," explained 
team manager Lester Harris. “And: we found out that. Showa had 
done a lot of work since we had chosen not to use them anymore 
at the beginning of the 1996 season." Most of the team's effort, 
however; had been placed on the engine, where a reduction of 
friction was the main priority. On top of that, the. 40mm carbure- 
tors have been replaced by 42mm carbs, making the engine 
stronger but a.bit less user-friendly. The Suzuki team had.also 
tested different swingarm pivot points and a more heavily braced 
frame. “The high-speed stability is quite good now," Harris. said. 
“We should now perform better on fast tracks such as Hocken- 
heim. John Reynolds already’ showed in Bmo last year that the 
GSXR went very well on more.technical tracks. And now the fact 
that both new riders (Mike Hale and James Whitham) have a com- 
parable riding style, with 8 preference to’ spin the rear wheel, 
might make the exchange of information and the speed of devel- 


` opment better this year.” 


At Honda, there was the usual tight-lip syndrome. Team manager 
Neil Tuxworth only revealed: that modifications had been carried 
through in the fuel-injection system (later it was confirmed that 
from now on, two injectors are being used per cylinder), and that 
bigger air intakes and a bigger airbox that: goes with it is now 
being used. "There is now more performance available all 
around." Tuxworth said.. "And. finally; we are also using a dual- 
braking system, which means that the rear brake is also activated 
by the (front brake lever." 


Modifications to the Kawasaki were also minor, according to 
team manager Harald Eckl: The bikes were fitted with a new, 
stronger swingarm and experiments had been made with different 
linkage systems. The new suspension parts by Ohlins made the 
bike easier to handle and more comfortable-and the team is now 
using Brembo brakes. Engiriéwise, there were several minor modi- 
fications: new pistons, camshafts, a. revised crankshaft and a 
redesigned combustion chamber, together: with a new ignition 
system and new Skorpion exhausts - in order to do away with the

lack of power and acceleration.that hampered the green bikes in 
1996. A dry clutch is also likely to be introduced at one of the 
next races. "A good setup is very important," stated team manag- 
er Eckl. "Judging from the data we got from last year, there could 
have been more work done in that field and in the selection of the 
right gearbox ratios. Apparently, Anthony Gobert went well with 
anything. But. on this level, we-cannot afford to let any possible 
advantage go unused. We expect a better and faster engine for 
Hockenheim, but | am not very fond of the idea of developing an 
engine for a specific circuit. We want engines that can be (easily) 
adapted to every kind of circuit." 


At Ducati, team manager Virginio Ferrari came up with a list of 
minor modifications: new (narrower) cylinder sleeves, thanks to 
the use of a new manufacturing technique; a different combustion 
chamber and intake ducts in order to get more power. over the 
whole range; a lighter swingarm; a lighter Ohlins. front fork; a her- 
metically sealed airbox; a different exhaust; and a gearbox with 
closer ratios. The Ducati 996.now develops some 150-155 bhp at 
12,200 rpm. 


The second confrontation between the official Suzuki team, run by 
Lester Harris; and. the Ansett Air Freight Suzuki team run by 
Peter Goddard, once again turned out to be some sort of ari 
embarrassment for the. Britain-based team. Goddard, who had 
been hoping since 1995 to run the official team in the World 
Championship, offered. personal defeat to the Harris team during 
practice when he rode his bike to the ninth-quickest time - nine 
places. better than Mike Hale and 10 better than Jamie Whitham. 
Goddard's performance is all the more impressive when you know 
in what conditions it came about. Goddard had riot planned to ride 


and Troy Bayliss. Despite the stunning performance of Willis in his 
Australian Superbike debut a week earlier, Goddard opted to ride 
the GSXR himself at Phillip Island, giving Willis a ride on the new 
GSXR600 in the national supersport (858 ዕስ Saturday. With a 
bike that has yet to be fine-tuned and with à somewhat rusty rider, 
Goddard qualified. ninth. And. Willis? He rode to victory in the 
supersport race." And Willis may still get 8 taste of World Super- 
bike racing sooner than expected, if Goddard. succeeds in per- 
suading the Japanese to offer him the "official" factory team at 
the end of 1997 - when the two-year contract with Harris is over: 





See, it works. Initially, Honda was not very talkative in regard to 
the technical innovations on the new RC45s, ridden by John 
Kocinski and Aaron Slight. On Saturday, however, "Racing DBS” 
stickers were placed on both bikes, referring to the dual-brak- 
ing system fitted to the recently introduced Honda CBR1100XX 
street model. With the motorcycle press not being too enthusias- 
tic about the system, Honda Europe thought it useful to get some 
(positive); publicity on the system through the racing results of the 
Castrol Hondas, ‘equipped with the system for the first time. The 
factory bikes.in the All-Japan Championship and the Smokin’ 
Joe's Hondas ridden in Daytona had already used the system; 
with the Castrol squad. using it for the first time during. private 
tests after last year's season finale at Phillip Island.. The Euro- 
peans urged HRC to make sure that the system got everybody's 
attention at Phillip Island. Kocinski and Slight were pretty vague in 
their answers to the question of how the system works and how 
they benefit from it. Their standard answer ran something like this: 
“It helps us to keep the bike stable when braking, but I’m not sure 
in what position the (variable) system was turned on my bike."

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Photos by Mark Hoyer and Palmer 


hen Kawasaki introduced the Vul- 

can 800, the forerunner to the 

mighty Vulcan 1500, a couple of 

years ago, the company cornered a 
niche in the cruiser market that was basi- 
cally untapped. While everyone was 
introducing bigger, badder and bolder 
cruiser bikes, Kawasaki's Vulcan 800 
gave the potential cruiser buyer a viable 
option to these new, high-dollar behe- 
moths that were emerging on the scene, 
many of them carrying five-digit price 
tags. Sure, monster cruisers are cool, but 
they're expensive, too. So what if you 
wanted to be cool and still have enough 
money left over to keep the tank full of 
gas? Your options were limited and that's 
why Kawasaki came out with the Vulcan 
800 and Vulcan 800 Classic. 

Up until the Vulcan 800, there were no 
new, relatively inexpensive cruisers on 
the market that could come close to 
exhibiting that cool cruiser styling of the 
big bikes or come even close to matching 
the power output and torque of their big

V-twin (or V-four) motors. But the Vulcan 

800 changed all that. While it might not 
have the torque and throaty sound of the 
bigger bikes, it does have the right look 
that no other middleweight cruiser previ- 
ously had. Plus, it exhibited other good 
qualities that the bigger bikes can only 
wish for, things like lightweight and nim- 
ble handling, and all for a reasonable 
priee. 

The coolest of all middleweight cruiser 
bikes recently is arguably the Classic ver- 
sion of the Vulcan 800, a near mirror- 
image of the Vulcan 1500 Classic, one of 
the baddest of the baddest. The Vulcan 

800 Classic was in a class all its own - 
until Suzuki came out with its own low- 
and-long, middleweight cruiser, the 
Marauder 800, and the battle of the 800s 
was on. 

When it comes to the visual depart- 
ment, Suzuki obviously took a slightly 
different approach with the Marauder, 
giving this bike its own identity with a 
slightly more back-street, drag-bike 
styling yet still maintaining the required 
look for a retro cruiser. But perhaps the 
single most distinctive feature of the 
Marauder is its price. It's cheap, dirt 
cheap. At just $5999 the Marauder's price 
is simply eye-catching. The Vulcan 800 
Classic cost some $2000 more but is still 
considerably less than most of the heavy- 
weights; the original Vulcan 800, with its 
skinnier, 21-inch front wheel (compared 
to the Classic's wide, 16-inch hoop) can 
be obtained for approximately $800 less. 

But you won't be able to detect any 
price difference by just sitting on the 
bikes, though each bike has its distinctive 
feel. The Vulcan has a more laid-back feel 
to it - the handlebars are wide and reach 
out to the rider, and the seat is low and 
spacious; the Suzuki, on the other hand, 
has narrow handlebars and the rider has 
to meet them halfway. If you don't like 
the factory’s positioning of the Maraud- 
er's dual-post, drag-bike-type handlebars, 
that's just too bad because there just isn't 
much you can do about it since they're 
mounted solidly to the upper triple 
clamp. 

The Vulcan also feels slightly more 
roomy than the Suzuki; taller riders will 
feel a little squashed on the Marauder, 
and if you try to sit back to give your legs 
a stretch, you'll find that the passenger 
pad will dig into your lower back and 
leave it feeling a little worse for wear. 
There just isn't much room for moving 
around on the Suzüki. 

As far as comfort, the Vulcan is one up 
on the Marauder. This isn't to say that the 
Suzuki is uncomfortable, it's just that the 
Kawasaki is a lot more posture friendly. 

The first time you throw a leg over the 
Suzuki, you'll probably spend a long time 
holding the key in your fond looking for 
a place to insert it. The ignition switch is 
hard to find at first, which seems to be the 
norm with cruiser bikes these days. Suzu- 
ki chose to mount the ignition switch on 
the right side of the bike at the 
bottom/ front portion of the fuel tank, so 
you have to actually lean out to the side 
of the bike and a little forward in order to 
visually lock on to the switch. The 
Marauder's choke is a pull-type, located 
on the other side of the bike, opposite the 


ignition. 
The Kawasaki also uses a pull-choke 
assembly, which is located on the left side 


of the engine, as well. Unfortunately, far 
too much effort is needed to pull the knob 
out on the Kawasaki, simply because 
there is too much resistance, for whatever 
reason, and since it's mounted behind the 
rider's left thigh, it's difficult to get good 
leverage on it. Just in front of the choke 
knob is the ignition switch. 

If you love the throaty rumble of the

big cruisers, then you will 
probably be a little disap- 
pointed with both bikes. At 
idle, both the Suzuki and 
Kawasaki are relatively 
quiet. Snap the throttle a 
couple of times, and you'll 
just as soon let them idle 
again. The Vulcan sounds a 
little throatier than the 
Marauder but that's about 
the only real difference 
between the two. 

As far as power, neither 
bike has a huge advantage 
or disadvantage over the 
other. The Vulcan seems to 
pull off the bottom a little 
more than the Suzuki, but 
the Suzuki seems to rev out 
a little better. They are both 
very close in overall perfor- 
mance but neither are particularly 
impressive when it comes to sheer power, 
though they do have enough to get the 
job done. 

Both engines are incredibly smooth 
and transmit very little vibration to the 
rider's extremities, but our Kawasaki 
always suffered a slight hesitation off the 
bottom. We suspect that, before we took 
delivery of the bike, the fuel tank was 
inadvertently overfilled, which can cause 
such hesitation when fuel leaks into the 
bike's evaporative emission control sys- 
tem. There's a warning sticker on the 
bike's tank to help prevent such happen- 
ings. Otherwise, the Vulcan ran fine, just 
like the Marauder. 

The Suzuki's five-speed transmission 
changed gears a little better than the 
Kawasaki's, and the clutch feel on both 
bikes was good. 

For bikes offering little more than four 
inches of wheel travel in the rear and 
about six inches up front, the Kawasaki 
and Suzuki roll down the highway in a 
smooth and unruffled manner. Small rip- 
ples in the roadway are soaked up quite 
well on both bikes, but the Kawasaki's 
single-shock rear suspension and conven- 
tional forks do a slightly better job than 
the Suzuki's dual-shock and inverted- 
fork combination. Neither suspension 
system took kindly to big potholes or 
uneven railroad-track crossings, but what 
cruiser-bike suspension does? 

When it comes to straight-line stabili- 
ty, the Kawasaki shines the brightest. At 
speed, the Vulcan sails down the road 
straight and true, as does the Suzuki, but 
as you start to slow down, that's when 
the Suzuki starts to exhibit a slight sway- 
ing-type motion, especially when rolling 
up to a stop sign. Here, the Kawasaki 








rolls right up and sometimes you can 
even balance there for a while before hav- 
ing to put your foot down, while on the 
Suzuki, more often than not, you'll find 
yourself flopping the front wheel from 
side to side, trying to keep your balance, 
as you wait to the very last moment 
before dabbing your foot. Because of the 
narrow handlebars, it takes significantly 
more pressure to turn the front wheel, as 
compared to the Kawasaki with its wide 
handlebars. 

Even with the Suzuki's long 64-inch 
(an inch longer than the Kawasaki's) 
wheelbase the Marauder handles the 
curves pretty well, as does the Vulcan. 
The Suzuki seems to have a bit more cor- 
nering clearance than the Kawasaki, but it 
doesn't take much effort on either bike to 
get the footpegs to kiss the pavement. 

Slowing down for those turns is of no 
major concern on either bike. Strong 
binders grace both bikes. Even the drums 
out back work well. 

When it comes to miles between fill- 
ups, the Kawasaki's larger fuel tank is a 
bonus. We usually managed about 140 
miles before going to reserve on the Vul- 
can's 4.0-gallon tank, and about 130 miles 
on the Marauder's 3.4-gallon cell. 

Both Kawasaki and Suzuki went two 
different routes when it came to position- 
ing their bike's instrumentation. In more 
cruiser-bike fashion, Kawasaki put the» 
speedometer on the fuel tank, which can 
be a nuisance if you like to use tank bags, 
while the Suzuki's is in the traditional 
location above the triple clamps. 

Overall, we liked both machines, but, 
between the two, the bike that got ridden 
most often at our office was the Vulcan, 
pretty much because of the comfort factor 
and its motor having a tad more torque.

And, yes, we thought that the Vulcan 
Classic just looked cooler, too. 

But are these differences worth $2000? 
That's the big question. It pretty much 
depends on how important looks are to 
you, because, when it comes to perfor- 
mance both bikes are pretty evenly 
matched, though the Vulcan is, in our 
opinion, significantly more comfortable 
than the Marauder. 

At this point, the ball is in your 
court. €N 
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f there is any class Honda has ruled 
with an iron fist, it's touring. Look no 
further than the all-conquering Gold 
| Wing GL1500. So when Honda steps 
up to the plate with a revamped 
cruiser with a distinctly touring bent, 
the 1998 Shadow American Classic Edi- 
tion Tourer, one tends to take notice. 

The ACE Tourer is aimed at an admit- 
tedly broader target than the big GL, 
looking to fulfill at least two roles in life - 
touring and cruising. And as Honda is 
quick to point out, neither of these roles is 
to take precedence over the other. 

As a result of this philosophy, the ACE 
Tourer naturally gives up some of the 
amenities of the GL1500 to fulfill its role 
as a cruiser - no stereo, no cruise control 
and less luggage space - and likewise gets 
some performance enhancements with 
regard to the standard Shadow ACE to 
make it a more capable tourer. 

The most important of these changes 
is to the 1099cc 45-degree V-twin. We all 
know what Honda did to the VT1100 
twin when it came up with the original 
ACE - it got a single-pin crank and a 
heavy retuning job to produce power that 
more resembled the low-end grunt and 
rumble usually associated with Milwau- 
kee iron, as well as an extensive cosmetic 
makeover. While this had the desired vis- 
ceral effect, peak-power output dropped

dramatically, to the tune of around 20 
horsepower. 

This just wouldn't do for the ACE 
Tourer, a bike equipped with 35-liter hard 
saddlebags and passenger accommoda- 
tions likely to be used on the weekend 
getaways the Tourer seems a natural for. 
So Honda found the best compromise it 
could and kept the cool cruising looks of 
the ACE engine, but gave back the power 
- and smoother-running offset dual-pin 
crankshaft - of the VT1100 to make the 
machine a more capable touring mount. 
And to further enhance the touring capa- 
bilities, the ACE Tourer was also graced 
with smooth-shifting five-speed transmis- 
sion, as well as a beefed-up swingarm. 

Honda recently gave us an opportuni- 
ty to ride the ACE Tourer and, despite 

*our rather short time in the saddle, we 
came away quite impressed. With visions 
of our last long, thumping ride on the 
standard ACE still vibing in our heads, 
the overall ride and feel of the ACE Tour- 
er is quite smooth, no doubt due to the 
offset-dual-pin crank, rubber-mounted 
engine and shaft drive. Even compared to 
the electric-smooth Valkyrie, the Shadow 
measures up well. 








Hit the start button and... "Where's the 
rumble?” This was our initial impression 
when we first heard the Tourer come to 
life. The bike is very quiet and, if you're 
hoping to hear some thunder out of the 
Tourer's two-into-two exhaust system, 
you will be disappointed. Your neigh- 
bors, however, won't be. They won't even 
hear you leave your driveway at five 
o'clock Sunday morning. 

Overall power? Well, despite the return 
tó the more-powerful VT tuning and inter- 
nals, this department still left a little to be 
desired; the Tourer is no Valkyrie, that's 
for sure. (But then, what is?) 

Power comes on nicely at the bottom, 
though it's not what you would call a real 
torque monster for a big-bore V-twin. 
Instead the power comes on gradually 
and in a smooth and orderly manner. If 
you want to pick up the pace a little bit, 
you will most likely go in search of more 
revs, like we did, but this strategy doesn't 
work as well as it might, since the bike's 
rev limiter kicks in fairly early. The lim- 
iter exerted its presence more than once 
on one particular twisty, uphill climb. So, 
like most big V-twins (VTR1000 except- 
ed), it's best to keep “er down low and be 















content with the Tourer's somewhat 
modest pull. 

Touring the highways, the relative 
dearth of power is something you'll hard- 
ly notice. The Tourer hardly strains at all 
at 75 mph. This effortless cruising - and 
good ergonomics - should make long 
days in the saddle a pleasant experience 
with the Tourer. The broad seat is well 
constructed (different-density foam and 
shape than the ACE) and the handlebars 
are wide and positioned rather low, with 
a natural-feeling reach. We haven't ridden 
a motorcycle this relaxing in a long time; 
yes, the seating position is that good. 

The only negative we found with 
regard to comfort was the turbulence 
coming off the large windscreen, resulting 
in significant buffeting for our 6-foot-1- 
inch rider. For riders under six feet, the 
big screen does a perfect job of sheltering 
the rider; for those over, it at the very least 
does an admirable job of keeping the rider 
from getting blasted at highway speeds. 

The Tourer is just as content on wind- 
ing roads as it is on the long straights. It 
actually corners quite well, requiring little 
effort by the rider to get the big, 600-plus- 
pound bike heeled over for the turns, and 
once you get it there, the bike holds its 
lines nicely. Every once in a while, the 
front end would get a little weak in the 
knees, but overall feel is one of solid sta~ 
bility. Scrapping the tarmac with the foot- 
pegs is a common occurrence on the 
Tourer but not as much so as with some 
of the other cruiser/touring bikes we’ve 
ridden recently. 

We were quite happy with the Tour- 
er's strong brakes, both front and rear. 

The hard saddlebags with hinged lids 
the Tourer comes equipped with are 
nearly identical to those used on the 
Valkyrie touring model and they're 
equally as simple to use - one latch and 
you're in. 

The list price for the ACE Tourer runs 
from $10,999 to $11,999, depending on 
paint scheme. 

The final verdict on the Shadow Tour- 
er will have to be left until we get more 
time on the bike. Initial impressions indi- 
cate, though, that Honda's iron fist may 
have tightened its grip. €N

Photos by Paul Carruthers 





ne quick glance at Tim 

Lothamer's custom cruiser and 

you might easily dismiss it as 

nothing more than a garden vari- 
ety modified Harley-Davidson. But 
you had better take another look. 

Lothamer, of Irvine, California, set 
out to build a ride so that he could take 
to the streets with his friends, all of 
whom rode custom Hogs, but since 
he's employed by Kawasaki Motor 
Corporation, his platform of choice 
was both a natural and an alternative: 
Lothamer decided to build a custom 
Kawasaki Vulcan 1500, the Japanese 
firm's flagship cruiser model. Surpris- 
ingly, Lothamer took little more than a 
month to completely transform the 
machine, relying heavily on the 
tremendous wealth of aftermarket bolt- 
on goodies that are available for Japan- 
ese cruisers. 

The plan included keeping it simple, 
and that meant leaving the Kaw's 
1500cc V-twin mill essentially in stock 
condition, although Lothamer did elect 
to give it a bit more grunt with the 
addition of a Dynojet carb kit, and a bit 
more bark with the addition of the 2- 
inch Samson drag-style exhaust system. 





Suspension upgrades were also kept 
simple. The White Brothers front fork 
lowering kit and chromed Progressive 
suspension shocks were used with the 
resultant 1-inch drop giving the bike a 
more aggressive stance. Lothamer 
liked the look of the stock, spoked 
wheels and decided to keep them on 
the bike. The chassis itself was also left 
alone. 

With the engine and suspension 
mods in place, Lothamer then took a 
step backward by disassembling the 
entire machine and ferrying the stock 
fork legs, floorboards, front engine 
mount, top triple clamp, front wheel 
spacers, handlebar switch housings 
and various bracketry to South Bay 
Chrome in Santa Ana, California, for a 
new coat of the shiny stuff. During the 











disassembly, Lothamer took a trip to 
the local Biker's Dream and picked up 
a set of chromed Knucklebars and Cus- 
tom Chrome grips to help him better 
get a handle on things. Other non- 
stock items included a chromed dash 
insert from Cobra Engineering. 
Additional parts and pieces came 
from, where else, the Kawasaki Acces- 
sories catalog. Lothamer dove deep 
into the book and added several 
chromed items including front and 
rear brake caliper trim, a front spot- 
light bar complete with amber spot 
bulbs pirated from a Kawasaki police 
bike, headlight and spotlight visors, 
driveshaft cover, swingarm cover, rec- 
tifier cover, front fender trim, license- 
plate backing, kickstand cover and var- 
ious bolt covers to hide unsightly

fasteners like the shock bolts, axle nuts 
and the like. Lothamer also added a 
Kawasaki accessories leather front 
toolbag. 

With his wish list completed, 
Lothamer then contacted reputable 
Texas painter Jeff Long to lay down the 
brilliant PPG Moonglow White Pearl 
and Tangelo Orange Pearl “rip job” 
over a blue marbelized base on the 
tank and fenders, which really sets the 
bike off. Careful assembly of all the 
components with atttention to detail 
such as the utilization of titanium or 
stainless-steel allen bolts resulted in 
the machine you see here. Lothamer 
admits that he has some $18,000 in the 
bike, but it is now a Kawasaki Vulcan 
like no other. 

So, if you’re ever cruising the streets 
of Orange County and you see Tim 
Lothamer’s white, orange, blue and 
bad Kawasaki Vulcan pull up next to 
you, check it out. It’s worth a second

already done. Everybody appears to 
be doing it. Seems like you can't find a 
truly hot-rodded cruiser without it. 

We're talking about lowering your 
cruiser with the aid of modified or after- 
market suspension components. The 
slammed look is definitely in, and it is 
certainly one of the top priorities if not 
the very first thing on the list of things 
to do when a cruiser owner sets about 
the task of personalizing his/her ride. 
Never mind that the lowered look car- 
ries with it certain performance penal- 
ties. Suddenly that parking-lot speed 
bump at the local Safeway looks more 
like a tabletop jump, or at least it feels 
that way when you case out over it. And 
where it once seemed like your cruiser 
sported a shallow lean angle when turn- 
ing, excessive lowering can make that 
same lean angle seem all but dried up. 

Even so, while the Harley-Davidson 
Motor Company doesn't recommend 
that its products be lowered, all you 
have to do is take a look at its Genuine 
Motor Accessories catalog, and in it you 
will find several photos of accessorized 
Big Twins, some of them sporting the 
low look with the help of H-D's accesso- 
ry lowered shocks and front fork 
springs. 

The key to effective lowering, then, is 
sensibility. If you're building a ground- 
up show bike, then a 3-inch slam is fine. 
Just don't plan on enjoying the hardtail- 
style ride or the lack of ground clearance 
that is part of that program. However, as 
we learned with Dan Gunter's 1996 
Harley-Davidson Fat Boy, you can effec- 
tively drop your daily rider or weekend 
warrior to produce a satisfactory look 
while minimizing the loss of ride quality. 

To start with, we formulated a simple 
plan whereby we determined that, with 
the proper selection of components, we 
could easily and affordably acheive an 
approximate 1.5-inch drop with a mini- 
mum of invested time. In other words, 
we would rather be riding the bike than 
working on it. 

We started in the rear, where we 
selected Progressive Suspension's 413 
Series lowered rear shocks. The 413s are 
available in standard or 1-inch lowered 
ride height length. The double-wall-con- 
structed units are equipped with a Freon 
gas cell for fade-free shock operation

and utilize multi-stage, velocity sensitive 
internal valving with a hydraulic anti- 
bottoming feature. They come fully 
assembled with an internal spring and 
are preload adjustable. The shocks are 
available in either a chrome or gold fin- 
ish. Our chrome models retail for $474. 

The shocks were a direct bolt-on 
replacement for the OEM units. The 
biggest problem we experienced had to 
do more with our lack of equipment. 
Basically, we didn't have the proper jack 
for lifting the 630-pound Harley into the 
air. Fat Boy indeed. Once we had the 
bike up in the air, we simply followed 
our authentic Harley-Davidson service 
manual to complete the swap. Electing 
to remove the shocks one at a time to 
keep the swingarm from flopping down, 
we used a pneumatic wrench to remove 
the two shock bolts per unit, and 
installed the new shocks. 

One word of caution, the Progressive 
413s came with a set of shouldered 
washers, which must be used with the 
stock washers when bolting the works 
back together. The washers are designed 
in such a manner that they must go over 
the shoulder on the mounting bolts. We 
weren't paying attention to this on the 
first attempt and were soon left wonder- 
ing why we had so much free play in 
the bolt. Once we figured that out, 
removing the second stocker and fitting 
the second 413 was easy. 


A little lowering goes a long way. Our project 
Harley-Davidson took on a whole new look with 
a 1-inch suspension drop and a low-profile seat.

With the bike still in the air, we were 
able to drop the front by adding a White 
Brothers Lowboy front-fork lowering 
kit. The Lowboy setup features special 
rebound springs which allow a front- 
end ride-height reduction of 1-2 inches 
while retaining a smooth ride. Retail 
price for the kit is $99.95. 

Gunter wanted to be a bit more con- 
servative with regard to the nose, so we 
left out the optional smaller springs, 
which would provide a 2-inch drop, and 
instead elected to just use the 1-inch- 
lower springs. To do so all we had to do 
was drain the oil from the forks and 
then lower them in the triple trees until 
our wrench had the proper access to the 
caps. Once we unscrewed the caps, the 
springs were right there for the taking, 














































making the replacement painfully easy. 
We simply reversed the steps to com- 
plete the work. Gunter then added 11.5 
ounces of Harley-Davidson Screamin' 
Eagle Heavy Duty fork oil to each leg 
and the bike was ready to come off the 
jack. The entire suspension upgrade 
took a total of three hours. 

With the bike on the ground, the lack 
of tire sidewall that protuded from the 
rear fender well gave away the bike's 
new, crushed profile. We dug it, but we 
decided to really give the Fat Boy that 
^in the weeds" look by replacing the 
bulky-looking stock seat with a Saddle- 
men Profiler unit for Softails. The Profil- 
er's best feature has to be the patented 
SaddleGel, which forms to the rider's 
posterior and allows the saddle to retain 
all the comfort of a stock seat while 
retaining the low profile. 

Installing the Profiler took two min- 
utes and required only the use of a 
Phillips screwdriver. Once completed, 
we rolled the machine into the sun for 
some photos. 

As you can see in the photos, the bike 
has been transformed from a run-of-the- 
mill stocker into mean-looking, low- 
slung boulevard brawler. Gunter 
reports that the ride quality in the rear is 
a bit more harsh but could probably be 
ironed out by adjusting the shocks, 
which is something that he hasn't been 
able to do because the Progressives 
don't come with an adjusting tool. 
Instead, Progressive recommends that 
the buyer purchase a Harley spanner. 
After popping almost five bills for a pair 
of shocks, we think that's a little silly. 
The forks work flawlessly, and the sad- 
dle is definitely a comfortable piece, 
though we wouldn't recommend it for 
tours of over 200 miles. 

But we consider this simple swap to 
be a success. All it took was a basic plan, 
the right parts and half an afternoon's 
work to get totally slammed, dude. €N

MURPHY, ID, MAR. 16 
bad cold, miles of leg-numbing 
whoops and stiff local competition 
had Ty Davis fighting for every 
inch of ground when the Nation- 
al Hare & Hound racers turned out in 
Murphy, Idaho, but the Kawasaki pilot 
was up to the task and captured his sec- 
ond win of the two-race-old series by a 
slim three-minute margin after three 
hours and 100 miles of grueling racing. 

"The first loop just sucked. It was 
nothing but whoops - total whoop city - 
and it beat me to death because I'm 
Sick," croaked Davis, who was coughing 
and obviously tired after his dash to 
glory. “The second loop was a little bet- 
ter but I'm happy it's over. This just 
kicked my butt." 

The win put Davis one step closer to 
his 1997 goal of a National Champi- 
onship in the best-five-out-of-seven 
series, which he hopes will make up for 
some of the disappointment of narrowly 
missing both the National Enduro and 
Hare & Hound titles in 1996. 

The 219 riders who took their places 
on the starting line about 40 miles 
southwest of Boise were greeted by an 
unusual layout - a 30-mile first loop fol- 
lowed by a 70-mile second loop with an 
alternate gas at 33 miles. 

"The comment cards from last year's 
race said there wasn't enough room to 
pass in the first loop, so we've made this 
year's first-loop as wide as possible and 
pretty fast," said Bill Walsh, President of 
Dirt Inc., which has organized seven 
Idaho Nationals during the 12 years of 
National Hare & Hound competition. 
“It’s like a long supercross. The second 
loop has a lot of technical draws that'll 
slow them down and two creek cross- 
ings that are about engine deep. They'll 
have fun out there." 





But first the racers had to make it up 
the bomb run. 
"There was pretty much a single fast 


trail to the bomb and Davis was there, . 


plus Rex Staten, Paul Krause, Donnie 
Book - all the fast guys," Kawasaki racer 
Abe Baumann said. “I didn't beat them 
across that first ditch, so I had to go 
wide through the bushes. I found a trail 
way off to the right and ended up turn- 
ing almost 90 degrees to come back to 
the bomb. Another guy coming straight 
turned right in front of me and I T- 
boned him and went down." 

The fall ripped the steering stabilizer 
off Baumann's Kawasaki KX500 and he 
retired after a spectacular over-the-bars 
crash not far past the bomb. 

KTM’s racers didn't fare a whole lot 
better. A two-kick start left Russ Pear- 
son and Destry Abbott struggling in 
near-white-out dust and Jim Gray lost 
about 15 positions when a collision in 
the dust knocked him off his bike in the 
sand wash just after the bomb. 

About the only racer having any fun 
was Davis. 

“I got the holeshot right off the start,” 
Davis explained. ^At the first ditch 
about 100 yards off the line, Paul Krause 
shut off, so I gassed it wide open and 
that's where I passed him. I just ham- 
mered it to the bomb and, when I 
looked back and noticed I had a big 
lead, I just put it on cruise mode." 

As the racers hit the first of the rib- 
boned trail, it was Davis out in front, 
followed by Dave Ondas, David Hamel, 
Steve Hengeveld and local hotshot Brian 
Brown. Dust was making life difficult 
for racers who had got off to a slower 
start and the rough terrain wasn't help- 
ing, either. 

“I was playing catch up and that first 






































loop was really tough for me," KTM- 
mounted Jim Gray said. "It was real 
whooped out, pretty fast and very 
demanding on the legs. It was hard 
enough just riding in that stuff let alone 
trying to make up time." 

Abbott was in the same boat.

“The first loop was just horrible,” he 
said. "I don't like whoops and this was 
whoops all the way. I didn't like th 
course nearly as much this year as I did 
last year." 

The only good thing that anybody 
had to say about the first loop was that. 
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‘em out. Jeremy's back to 
his old self. First win of 
‘97. First win on Suzuki. 
Career win total in the 
250 Supercross main 
event: 44! All of them 
on Dunlop. 
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it was only 30 miles long and, for the 
front-runners, was over in a little less 
than one hour. Davis had a one-minute 
lead over KX250-mounted Brian Brown 
when he gassed up for the first time. 
Ondas had his KX500 in third, half a 
minute behind Brown, Hamel was run- 
ning fourth and Steve Hengeveld had 
turned a fast charge up the bomb into 
fifth overall just a few seconds ahead of 
Krause. Ed McCoy led the Vet con- 
tenders in seventh overall, ahead of Paul 
Pitts, who captained the first four-stroke 
in the field, and Book, Nick Pearson, 
Gray and Abbott had all secured a toe- 
hold in the top 20. 

The opening section of the long sec- 
ond loop was a blessed relief. 

"The second loop was much better," 
Pearson said. "After all those whoops 


and the really rough stuff, they got into. 


some really neat stuff. Loop two had a 
lot of neat washes - tight little washes 
like an enduro. It was fun." 

The more technical terrain meant the 
slower starters finally got the break they 
were looking for. Abbott used the 
tighter terrain to make up nine places 
and Gray was also elbowing his way 
past one rider after another. 

“I started to charge real hard in the 
second loop and caught a bunch of 
guys," Gray said. "It was so good to be 
in terrain that I could actually ride." 

The change of pace meant there was 
also a little more room for error. 

“I took myself out about four miles 
after the pits and Book and a couple of 
other people got by me, but the course 
was nice and tight by then and I could 
catch up," Hengeveld said. "The whole 
course was more of a 250 course than a 
500 course. Even on the bomb, if you got 
the jump on the big bikes you had 
them." 

Pearson was making up for time lost 
by a two-kick start and was moving up 
through the pack, despite a couple of 
tip-overs, and by halfway through the 
second loop, even Jim Loh had hit his 
stride. 

"The bike didn't really run off the 
start," Loh said. "I was back in about 


20th at the bomb, which wasn't too bad ~ 


considering, but I stayed about there 
until the second half, when the bike 
started working again. By the end, I was 
really moving up fast." 

Davis was moving well, despite feel- 
ing a little under the weather, and con- 
tinued to lead the pack all the way to the 
alternate gas. 

"The second loop was much better 
than the first - not so many whoops, and 
Brown was.staying behind me so I 
didn't have to ride 110 percent all the 
time," Davis said. "I just rode at about 
90 percent and that was fairly comfort- 
able." 

Brown chased hard and stayed in 
Davis' dust all the way to the alternate. 
The Idaho hotshot was only 45 seconds 
off the pace as he took on fuel for the 
second time, but any hopes of closing in 
were dashed when his Kawasaki stuck 
in second gear about four miles after the 

it. 

“I could keep going but I didn't have 
any chance of doing anything after 
that," Brown said. "I still had a good 
time, though." 

Third overall and five minutes 


behind Davis at the alternate pit was - 


Book, who had been having anything 
but a good time almost from the 
moment the race began. 

“I got a horrible start but the course 
was marked really well so I was able to 
make up a lot of time and passed every- 
body back, but then I bent a disk and 


had to cruise," Book said. "Going down - 
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the roads was kind of scary without a 
rear brake, so I'd kind of cruise there 
and try to pick up the pace in the rough 
stuff. It was interesting." 

McCoy was still dominating the Over 
30 competition in fourth overall, with 
Hengeveld in fifth, followed by Hamel 
and the brothers Nick and Russ Pearson. 
Kawasaki's pit crew were keeping their 
eyes peeled for Ondas and Krause, but 
gave up when Oakley Lehman stopped 
to report that both KX500 pilots had 
been stranded by mechanical problems 
and were parked alongside the trail. 

Davis raced steadily toward the 
home check, conserving his energy to 
make sure his strength would last for 
what was shaping up to be a three-hour 
journey and looking back every now 
and then to make sure he was still safety 
ahead of Brown. The race was almost in 
the bag when the wanna-be champ sud- 
denly lost the course. 

"The arrows kind of screwed me up 
and I veered off the trail and got lost," 
Davis said. "When I came back, I saw 
(Brown). He was within seeing distance 
so I pinned it all the way to the finish 





and made up I don't know how much 
towards the end." 

“How much" turned out to be about 
three minutes, but it was enough to net 
the tired rider his second National win 
inarow. 

"The second loop was really good - it 
had some really fun stuff in it. It was 
just getting to it that nearly killed me," 
Davis said. "I had a pretty good day and 
just rode my own race until I had to 
wick it up a bit at the end." 

Brian Brown described his whole 
race as “fun but rough.” 

“I liked the first loop once I got 
around Ondas and got out of the dust, 
and the second loop was great until the 
bike got stuck in second," the 250cc- 
class winner Brown said. 

Third overall and second 250cc 
Expert went to Kawasaki-mounted 
Book, who overcame a bad start and no

rear brake to finish just four minutes 
behind Brown, and Nick Pearson fin- 
ished hard on his heels to capture fifth, 
and second in the Open Expert division, 
on his KTM 300. 

“I got dusted on the start and decid- 
ed to take it easy for the first loop, just 
trying to stay up and make sure I didn't 
make any mistakes," Nick Pearson said. 
"I started riding better in the second 
loop and caught people. I had a pretty 
good ride." 

A race-long game of catch-up put 
Hengeveld up into fifth when the 100- 
mile race was finally over, and Ed 
McCoy crossed the line in sixth, still at 
the head of the Vet Expert pack. 

"Great race - absolutely great, but 
what an incredibly rough course," 
McCoy said. “I’m sore and tired. That 
was tough." 

"Gray, who admitted to running out 














































of steam in the last 20 miles, finished 
seventh overall, half a minute ahead of 
Russ Pearson, who was the only person 
in the field to wish that the course had 
been longer. 

^I needed more time to catch up," 
Russ Pearson said. "I got a two-kick 
start and had to fight my way through 
the dust all day. You could only pass 
people in the tight sections or up in the 
hills where it was kind of wet." 

Vosburg Racing's Abbott and first- 
time National competitor Pete Russell 
rounded out the top 10. 

“፲ usually ride local stuff - desert, 
motocross, woods," Russell said. “This 
is my first National race ever. This was 
pretty fun. I would've done a little bet- 
ter if ፲በሃ ከ3805 had held up better." 

Hamel completed the course in 11th 
overall, ahead of D. Bellinger and Chris 
Brown, and Dana Van Stee topped the 
125cc Experts in 14th. 

“My start was real bad and I had to 
pick my way through the dust but 
things worked out," Van Stee said. "I 
liked the middle third of the course. The 
other two-thirds were all whooped out, 
which I could've done without today." 

Loh won the Four-Stroke division in 
15th overall and Rex Staten took Senior 
class honors in 18th overall. 

"The course was marked really well. 
It was kind of tight for a 500, but I got 


the hang of it,” Staten said. €N

allon Vohland stole the show at 
Wa the first showdown of the 

motocross champions when the 
24-year-old American Yamaha team 
leader carded 3-1 moto finishes in the 
World 250cc MX series opener at the 
Spanish track in Talavera. 

“I guess I got lucky that (Sebastien) 
Tortelli crashed in race two, but I'Il take 
those too," Vohland said. ^I had to come 
out of the pack both times (7-12 starts). I 
just gotta work on my gating." 

125cc champ Sebastien Tortelli made 
a sensational start to his regular 250cc 
GP career. The French Kawasaki teenag- 
er stole the holeshot in both motos, ran 
away with the first-moto win and was 
10 seconds clear of the pack in the sec- 
ond moto until a major get-off. He 
recovered to third by the finish to tie 
Vohland on points in the standings. 

One point back after a pair of strong 
seconds is Suzuki leader Marnicq 
Bervoets, while defending champion 
Stefan Everts trails by another eight 
after unhappy rides to distant fourths. 

GP newcomer Mike Brown, the win- 
ner at Beaucaire three weeks earlier, 
went home with a score of zero after 
two collisions in the first moto and a 
second-race crash which left him with 
broken ribs. 

The event started early, 12:15 p.m., to 
ensure the event finished in time to let 
the crowd go to a bullfight to be held 
later that day. 

The first moto was a runaway for 
Tortelli, who simply roasted his com- 
petitors to confirm his superfast qualify- 
ing pace as well as the fact that he's 
gunning for the title. 

"It was a completely new experience 
for me," Tortelli said. "Not just chang- 
ing class - that's the first time I ever 
holeshot a GP moto." 

After holding Bervoets 50 yards back 
for three laps, the Frenchman just disap- 
peared into the distance and was 14 sec- 
onds clear and playing with different 
lines long before the race was halfway 
over. 

Bervoets was second all the way but 
just couldn't match the Frenchman's 
impressive pace for more than the first 
few laps. 

^I could hold him in the early laps 
but I started to get arm pump and make 
mistakes." Bervoets said. "That's how 





he got away. I rode through it and was . 


able to hold off Tallon's challenge. I felt 
strong again at the finish." 

After his slow start, Vohland had 
been the man making the moves as he 
powered his way forward from his sev- 
enth-place start. 

“I was next to Tortelli on the gate 
and he got the jump on me," Vohland 
said. “I tried to draft in behind him but 
they closed me down from both sides 
going into the turn. It wasn't too much 
of a problem to get to fourth, but Stefan 
(Everts, in third) is too experienced to let 
anyone pass him easily. Tortelli was 
long gone and I could see Bervoets, so I 
decided to wait for the track to dry in 
the final quarter and then try to find 
some new lines out in the dirt. I actually

passed Everts inside, but I had gotten 
the drive out of the loose dirt on the out- 
side of a wide turn. I was soon on 
Bervoets, but he came strong again at 
the end and I had to settle for third. I'm 
happy. I was the only one moving for- 
ward. I just need to sort out my starts." 

Everts was not happy in fourth and 
felt that his tires and mousse tubes were 
at least partially to blame. 

"I just wasn't getting any grip with 
the Pirelli mousse tires," Everts said. “It 
was the same yesterday in qualification. 
I was sliding all over the track and 
couldn't force any harder. I’m going to 
race with air in my tires and risk a flat 
tire in the second moto." 

Everts had ridden with Dunlops pre- 
viously. The first- and second-place rid- 
ers were on Dunlops, but Vohland had 
fared just fine on his Pirellis. 

Pit Beirer did well to keep three of 
the top four in sight but it was already 
confirmed that the title will more than 








likely go to one of the leading quartet. 
Yves Demaria had been passed and left 
behind by them all, Frederic Bolley went 
backward from 10th to 19th in pain from 
a recently broken toe and did not start 
race two, while Brown was already 
down in the first turn. 

“I didn't gate too well and then ran 
into a KTM (Miska Aaltonen's) which 
was on the ground," Brown said. "I 
crashed with someone else (Denis 
Hewartson) at the back of the track." On 
the rear wheel of Joakim Karlsson by half 
distance, Brown faded back again in the 
second half of the moto to finish 17th. 

Everything looked oh so familiar in 
race two as Tortelli took the holeshot 
and immediately opened up a 10-second 
advantage as Vohland was mired even 
further back than in the first moto. 

"I'm just going to have to work on 
those starts," Vohland said. "I banged 
bars with a KTM (Aaltonen) all through 
the first turn and bikes were headed in 
















all directions at the second turn. It was 
so hectic in the pack that I let them all 
settle on the first lap. Then I could 
charge. It was a lot easier to move for- 
ward this time though because the deep 
dirt on the outside of the turns was dry 
from the beginning." 

After passing Everts the first time at 
the same place as in the opening moto, 
Vohland was soon on a tiring Bervoets' 
tail. 

^I had much better lines than he did 
and I had to decide whether to risk 
showing them to him because Tortelli 
was already long gone," Vohland said. 
“Marnicq looked tired so I went for it 
and suddenly I was in front. I didn't see 
Sebastien crash but I saw where it was 
and I guess I know what happened. 
There was a huge rock imbedded in the 
ground which you couldn't see. It near- 
ly got me a few laps later. That's how I 
know it was there." 

Tortelli confirmed Vohland's suspi- 
cions of an imbedded rock, with disas- 
trous results. 

"Suddenly my front wheel hit some- 
thing and I was flying through the air," 
Tortelli said. "I was up quickly but my 
bike would not start straight away. I 
could have still led, but that put me 
back to fifth." 

Despite this, Tortelli was soon back 
to third without much difficulty. 

“Everts was no problem," he said. “I 
had much better lines." 

Meanwhile, Bervoets was charging 
again and looking for a way past the fly- 
ing Vohland. 





^] felt really tired midrace, but I was 
strong again at the end when I was able 
to pick up Tallon's lines,” Bervoets said. 
^We touched a few times but it was fair. 
We were both going for the win." 

The fiercest attack had come two laps 
from the end as they banged bars going 
up the hill while in a last desperate 
attempt Bervoets dived for the inside in 
the final turn but came up a length too 
short. 

Everts looked unhappier than in 
the opener but was unavailable for 
comment. The champion only trails by 
nine points, however, and the talented 
veteran will certainly have better 
days. 

Poor Brown was out on lap three 
after a crash while running 12th. 

“Another guy came across me," 
Brown said. ^I took the bars in my ribs 
and they feel broken." 

Beirer was once again easily the best 
of the rest, but Honda of Troy's Dutch- 





man Pedro Tragter was happier than in 
race one. 

“I didn't start so good in the first race 
and got trapped behind Aaltonen in the 


first turn," Tragter said. "The second 
race went better." €N

ENDURO SERIES

GREENSBORO, GA, MAR. 16 
orth Georgia is burning again, 
but it wasn't General Sherman 
on his legendary march through 
the Civil War-torn South, it was 
KTM's Mike Lafferty on his way to the 
overall win at the Cherokee National 
Enduro, smoking the competition as he 
lit up the trails to take the lead in the 
season point standings. 

Lafferty dropped nine points for the 
day in what was a fairly uneventful ride 
for the Millville, New Jersey, resident. 

“My KTM worked really well," Laf- 
ferty said. "We showed up a few days 
early and did some testing and got the 
bike dialed in. My tires hooked up great. 
I had a great ride. I just kept charging. I 





never let up." 


Current National Champion Randy 
Hawkins, fresh off his third-place finish 
at the Road Atlanta GNCC the previous 
week, finished the run with a 13 on his 
SCR Yamaha, to take second overall in 
the event and second in season points. 

GNCC regular Duane Conner, also 
an SCR Yamaha rider, tried his hand at 
enduros and came up with a third over- 
all, first 250cc A, dropping a total of 14 
points for the day. 

This was the 31st running of the 
Cherokee Enduro and the eighth AMA 
National that the Cherokee motorcycle 
club has promoted. The enduro was co- 
sanctioned with SETRA and over the 





years they have put on some really great 
events. With excellent cooperation from 
the Green County sheriff's department, 
and ambulance service supplied by 
Oglethorpe County, this one was as well. 

The run consisted of a little over 85 
miles with resets after the tough sections 
and two gas stops. There was a good 
turnout, with close to 370 riders partici- 
pating in the event. Terrain in the area is 
what you would expect in the northeast 
part of Georgia - red clay, roots, a few 
hills and some rocks thrown in to keep 
things intersting. 

Rain a few days before the event 
would create good traction in the 
woods, with some slickness in places 
and a few mud bogs that caused more 
than a few riders to get stuck. 

As the riders left the line, the temper- 
ature was in the high 30s, but it warmed 
up to the 60s as the day progressed - 
great race weather. There were several 
long dirt roads that connected the sec- 
tions, and they were quite dusty during 
the day. 

Riders left the start and rode several 
miles of road before entering the woods 
at 5.12 miles, with a 24-mph speed aver- 
age. The trail was fast and the club 
placed a check at 7.6 miles that most 
everyone zeroed. The speed average 
was then bumped to 30 mph for the next 
eight miles which was all road. 

The second check was on a dirt road 
at mile 16 and it caught quite a few peo- 
ple-off guard, some riders burning the 
check by several minutes. It was zeroed 
by all the AA riders. 









The speed average was reduced to 24 
mph here and the riders went into the 
woods at 18.51 miles. 

Check three, a going-in check at 19.2 
miles was the start of a tough 10-mile 
section of rooty off-camber trails. The 
course also ran through several areas of 
clear-cut woods, zigzagging around 
stumps and through creeks. 

Lafferty, riding on row 37, would 
have the fast time through with a 2:32. 
Connor, on row 59, was next with a 3.14, 
followed by MSR-backed Franklin 
Ramey on his KTM, riding on row 32, 
with a 3:32. 

SCR Yamaha-backed Hawkins, on 
row 26, would drop a 4:00. 

"I've always been a late starter and I 
made a few mistakes in that first sec- 
tion," Hawkins said. 

There was a short trail, followed by 
several miles of dirt road to the first gas 
stop. After the gas, riders were put back 
into the woods for another 10-mile sec- 
tion. Check six, a going-in check, was at 
50.8 miles. It was followed by some of 
the tighter, more technical terrain of the

day. There were quite a few 
deep gullies to ride up and 
down, making it tough to get a 
rhythm through. Hawkins 
would have the fast time 
through the section this time 
with a 3:00, and Lafferty 
ES would be next with a 3;31. 

Conner posted a 3:51 and 
Ramey a 4:13. After the check at 60.8 
miles was a reset, giving the riders a 
much-needed break. 

The start of the next section, at 67 
miles, was in a pasture. The tight, 9-mile 
trail crossed the pasture several times 
and a fallen arrow caused quite a few 
riders to get off the trail, and lost to the 
point that some competitors rode a sec- 
tion of it twice. There was a small creek 
several miles into the trail that had 
turned into quite a bog. Immediately 
after was a slick, root-infested hill that 
gave quite a few riders headaches. 
Many were covered in mud and 
exhausted when they reached the end of 
the section. 

Lafferty would come into check eight 
with a one-point loss. Hawkins was one 
who got off the trail and would lose two 
points as a result. Ramey would go 
through the section dropping three 
points. Conner was also one of the rid- 
ers to get lost - he rode part of the trail 
twice and it cost him four points. 

“I came down to practice for the 
GNCC,” Conner said. “I had to learn 





how to keep time again. The race was 
fun. The only problem I had all day was 
getting lost in that one section." 

The second gas was at 92 miles and 
after several miles of road the riders 
entered the woods at 101.3 miles and 
were greeted by a going-in check, num- 
ber nine, at 101.6 miles. What followed 
was 17 miles of tight trail. Two miles 
into the section, riders. were greeted 
with check 10 at 109.2. Lafferty posted 
the fast time through, a 2:49, then came 
Conner with a 3:08. Hawkins posted a 
3:12, followed by Ramey with a 3:52. 

As the riders continued, the trail got 
faster as it wended its way through 
areas of clear-cut woods but got more 
technical, but still fast, toward the end 
with some rocky sections. 

"I got the brakes hot a few times here 
and there," Lafferty said. "Nothing seri- 
ous, but my KTM was working really 
well. The sections were really fast 
toward the end." 

Lafferty would make up time and 
zero check 11, as would Hawkins and 
Conner. Ramey dropped a single point. 

The final section of the day was at 
130.4 miles. It was only four miles long, 
but very tight, and looped back by the 
start /campground area to give specta- 
tors a good view. Lafferty, Hawkins and 
Conner would drop one point in the sec- 
tion, while Ramey would drop two. 

"I had a few timekeeping problems 
during the day and I got a little lost in 
the last trail," said Ramey, who finished 
fourth overall with 16 points. “But all in 
all I had fun." 

Hawkins made no excuses. 

“I made a few mistakes here and 
there," he said. "Every week I get a little 
faster. I hope to pull things together real 
soon.” 

Lafferty, though, seems very confi- 
dent, and for now, the folks at the next 
National better call out the fire trucks, 
because he’s on fire. CN

258 exans Jeff Dement and Charley 
፣ Bogard used the home-court 
advantage to post overall victo- 
ries in both 125 and 250cc Expert divi- 
sions during the 21st annual running of 
the GNC International Motocross Final 

held at Mosier Valley Cycle Park. 

After 15 years at the historic and 
scenic Lake Whitney Cycle Ranch, the 
race was relocated to Mosier Valley 
Cycle Park. “It was legal issues (that 
caused) the change in venues," said 
Jerry Surber, the GNC race promoter. 
“Mosier is a good change since we are in 
the heart of the Metro Plex - everything 
from fine dining to hotels is just a block 
away." 

Over 1000 racers from 37 states and 
three countries squeezed into the newly 
prepared pits, under threatening skies 
and frigid temperatures. 

Rain forced the cancellation of the 
national semiqualifier, giving all 
entrants a free ticket to the main event. 

Armed and ready was the only way 
to describe “home boy” Bogard before 
the start of the 125cc Expert race as, 
despite getting a poor start, he would 
come back to nail the win. 

When the gate dropped, Team 
Green's Brock Sellards jumped out to an 
early lead and set the pace while Bogard 
was buried in the pack. 

“ spun off the gate,” Bogard said. “I 
think I was second from last going into 
the first turn." 

Joining Bogard in the back of the 
pack was Nic Wey, who also was a spin- 
ner. 

"I was just trying too hard," Wey 
said. "I haven't been riding because

everything is frozen back home in 
Michigan.” 

Team Green's Dement was flying 
and took the lead from Sellards just after 
the second lap. 

As the riders reached the halfway 
point in the moto it was quite clear that 
Team Suzuki's Bogard was the fastest 
rider on the track as he charged through 
the pack like a knife through butter. 
Bogard made a quick and clean move on 
Dement and pulled away for an undis- 
puted moto win. 

“I thought those guys would be more 
competition, but that was really easy," 
Bogard said. 

Rookie Pro Jiri Dostal collected sec- 
ond after passing Dement, who settled 
for third, citing shock problems, while 
Idaho’s Danny Smith and Wey fought 
for fourth down to the wire with Smith 
getting the nod at the line. 

What about Sellards? A mechanical 
problem early in the moto. left him 
struggling to a disappointed eighth- 
place finish behind Shae Bentley and 
Nevada’s Shane Esposito. 

The second moto saw Esposito grab 
the holeshot while Bogard spun his rear 
wheel wildly once again. 

Wary about his poor start in the first 
moto, Wey sat further back on his seat 
this time, nailing a good start to jump

into second while Dostal, Smith and Sel- 
lards rounded out of the top five after 
the first-turn chaos. 

Wey followed Esposito for three laps 
before he made his move. 

“He was going good and I was riding 
not that great, but I was able to pass 
him,” Wey said. 

Once out front Wey pulled away for 
the moto win while Dostal crashed him- 
self out of overall. 

When the dust settled it was Bogard 
scoring the gold with his 1-4 finishes, 
followed by Wey (1-5), Smith (4-3), Sell- 
ards (8-2) and Dement (3-7). 

Dement rebounded for a double- 
moto victory in the 250cc Expert divi- 
sion over a hard-charging Bentley. 

Dement rode without challenge after 
working past teammate Bentley in both 
motos and gave credit for his victory to 
his family, his mechanic Alan Brown 
and God. 

Costa Rican Ernesto Fonseca and Cal- 
ifornian Jeff Northrop battled all week 
in multiple classes ranging from 250cc 
Intermediates to the 125cc Open class. 

Fonseca and Northrop had a classic 
knock-down-drag-out battle in the all- 
important second 125cc Open moto for 


"top honors in the class. 


After colliding with Northrup, Fon- 
seca recovered in time to finish second, 

























which was good enough for the overall 
win. 

"I hit a whoop too hard and my wrist 
went down and pulled the throttle wide 
open,” Fonseca said. 

“I tried to clutch my way out but he 
was stuck on me,” Northrup said. 

In the end Donovan Mitchell got a 
free ticket to first place and won the 
moto but a sixth-place in the first moto 
left him third overall runner-up behind 
Northrop and overall winner Fonseca. 

Brett Racine started his season out on 
a positive note by winning the always- 
exciting Schoolboy 12- to 15-year-old 
division. 

Racine chased down and passed last 
year’s Mini 12- to 13-year-old AMA 
Champion Jeff Gibson for the overall 
win, while Bryan McGavran inherited 
third after Matt Walker crashed himself 
out of the top three. 

“He hit Gibson hard and crashed,”

Oklahoma's Johnny Marley was sec- 
ond-fastest in the 80cc Open class but 
was not riding at the same level as 
Buckelew. Marley was further disap- 
pointed by Californian Jonathan Shimp, 
who took top honors in the 80cc Modi- 
fied 12- to 13-year-old division. 

Shimp and Marley put on arguably 
the best minicycle battle of the day. 
Shimp led from the gate but Marley 
made a wide-open pass on Shimp and 
began to pull away by performing a 
triple step-down jump that Shimp was 
not. 

Just when it appeared to be Marley's 
race a lapped rider fell in his path and 
handed the moto and overall victory to 
Shimp on his AI Holley-built Yamaha. 

Marley left the GNC on a positive 
note by powering his way to the 80cc 
Stock 12- to 13-year-old division overall 
win with double moto victories. 

American mini racers were surprised 
by Costa Rican Edgardo Rojas, who 
served notice that he was in the United 
States to win. KX80-mounted Rojas put 
a stop to the Yamaha sweep of the 80cc 
divisions with the overall win in the 
80cc 7- to 11-year-old Modified class. 

Rojas, a former Costa Rican 50, 60, 
and 80cc champion, will be one to watch 
as the next mini hero after the departure 
of Justin Buckelew at the end of the 1997 
season. 

Speaking of mini championships, R.J. 
Thompson won his first-ever minicycle 
title by defeating the Moto Lab Rat- 
sponsored Michael Young in the 100cc 
division. 

Thompson will be one to watch when 
he makes the move to 125cc machines in 
late summer of this year. 

Californian Sean Collier powered his 
KX60 to a four-moto sweep of both 60cc 
Stock and Modified 9- to 11-year-old 
classes. 

Collier raced unchallenged en route 
to both class championships where he 
topped Colorado's Matthew Burris and 
Texan Bryan Zachary in the Modified 
class and Florida's Bryan Johnson and 
Thomas Hahn in the stock divisions. 

Florida Mini champ Davi Milsaps 
powered to three class championships 
by winning all four motos of the 60cc 6- 
to 8-year-old Stock and Modified divi- 
sions and the Stock 50cc 7- to 8-year-old 
class. 

Millsaps met his match, however, in 
the 50cc 7- to 8-year-old Modified and 
Super Pee Wee events when his neigh- 
bor Kyle Chisholm turned up the wick 
on his Cobra and simply flew away 
from the field with a dominant four- 
moto romp of both classes. 

Californian Cole Seely found his way 
to the winner's circle by topping both 
the 50cc 4- to 6-year-old divisions. 

Seely battled throughout much of the 
two races with Brandon Large, who had 
fast starts and strong charges aboard his 
new mini Cobra. EN

WHITNEY, TX, MAR. 13-16 
Eum hirteen-year-old Team Green 
rider Chase Reed of Lone Grove, 
Oklahoma, filled a page in the 
record books by winning all eight 
of his motos in the 100, 80cc Open, and 
both 80cc Stock and Modified (12-3) 
events, hauling away four champi- 
onships with his impressive efforts at 
the FMF Spring National at Lake Whit- 

ney Cycle Park. 

"I'm real proud to hold this record 
and I hope nobody ever breaks it," an 
elated Reed said with a grin from ear to 
ear. "My bike seemed to pull me real 
good, and once I was firmly in front I 
just kept my head and tried to ride 
smart." 

J&M Racing's Billy Whitley was the 
big winner among the 37 contending 
racers in the 250cc Pro class, as he 
topped both motos, taking home the 
biggest chunk of the purse. 

"This is the first time I've raced this 
motorcycle," Whitley said. "I haven't 
been on a Yamaha since 1986, and I 


haven't been able to train since the Pro 
Challenge at Swan in October. I’ve been 
on the road with Buddy Antunez and 
Denny Stephenson during the PJ1 
National Arenacross Series since 
November. It’s been a long time since 
I’ve raced with a full gate of riders, and I 
know I had the advantage by only rac- 
ing in the 250 class.” 

The new owner of Lake Whitney 
Motocross Park, Bruce Whitehead, was 
welcomed by a standing ovation at the 
trophy presentations. “I’m extremely 
happy with the event - the turnout and 
the incredible feedback regarding the 
facility and our effort to host a first-class 
national event. We are grateful for the 
rider and factory support here this 
weekend, and I want everyone to know 
that we are committed, for the long 
haul, to make this a great place to race.” 

The first event of the weekend was a 
mover and a shaker. Team Green's 
Travis Elliott set the blistering pace in 
the 125cc Intermediate Stock race, while 
holding off J.D. Bailey, Team Green's 
Ben Riddle and Honda Town's Shawn 
Smith the whole way. 

Elliott returned to win the second 
moto as well.

"The track was smooth,” Elliott said. 
"It seems that every moto in my classes 
I've been riding faster and faster. I got a 
third-place start, but I passed Royer and 
then got up behind J.D. When J.D. slid 
out going up the big hill I passed him.” 

After his mishap, Bailey was still able 
to finish second. “When I slid out, 
Travis got me,” Bailey said. “I don’t 
know how he got that good drive going 
up that hill.” 

Smith finished third after a hard time 
on the start. 

“Yesterday my starts were pretty 
good, but today I got shut out off the 
gate and had to make up for it in the 
first turn.” 

Elliott took the championship in the 
125cc Intermediate Stock class, as well 
as the 125cc Open and 125cc Intermedi- 
ate Modified events. 

Another three-class winner was 
young Dustin Shows. Shows led the way 
in the 50cc Stock (7-8), the 60cc Modified 
(6-8), and the 60cc Stock (6-8) events. 

“I just kept on gassing it from the 
start to the finish line," Shows said. 

The 125cc Pro event on Sunday had 
everyone on their toes. It was Team 
Green's Andy Bowyer who was the 
leader off the gate, as he forged his way 
up the horseshoe and back down to set a 
pace that the other 28 riders could not 
handle.

Billy but just couldn't reel him in. He 
held a good pace. Once I passed D.L. 
and then moved into second I just 
couldn't pull him. 

Leath spotted the podium in third, 
saying, "I think I got a top 10 start. I 
wish I had a better first moto, but I’m 
really happy with my performance this 
weekend." Leath finished with a 6-3 for 
third overall.

SACRAMENTO, CA, FEB. 23 
ay Crumb and Rick Ryan captured 
Ris overall in the 250 and 125cc 
Pro classes, respectively, in round 
three of the 21st annual CMC/ Sunstar 
Golden State Nationals held at Sacra- 
mento Raceway. 

Overcoming wind, dust and a stone- 
hard track, Crumb's consistency held 
sway in 250cc Pro racing after moto 
winners Rusty Holland and Rick Ryan 
suffered mixed results. Ryan had noth- 
ing but good luck en route to the 125cc 
Pro-class win. 

Holeshot artist Rusty Holland led 
from flag-to-flag to roost the 250cc Pro 
first moto, with Dean Matson, Crumb, 
Jefferey Pestana and Scott Davis giving 
chase. 

Ryan took charge of moto two to take 











the win after Holland fell in the early 
laps. Scott Myers took second in the 
moto, good enough to earn him fifth 
overall after a disappointing seventh in 
the first moto. Crumb's third in the 
moto gave him the mathematical edge 
and the overall win. Fourth for the moto 
was Davis, but the math worked against 
him, resulting in sixth overall. Even 
worse off in the numbers game was Jef- 
ferey Pestana, whose solid fifth in the 
moto only resulted in seventh overall. 
Matson finished sixth to earned fourth 
overall. 3 

Holland was hot in the 125cc Pro first 
moto, nabbing the holeshot ahead of 
Myers, Crumb, Ryan and Matson. 
Crumb was an early casualty when his 
front wheel washed out in a high-speed 
sweeper, Crumb remounted and 
resumed the race from around 10th 
place. Crumb’s mishap knocked a hay 
bale out onto the track where it 
remained, and Davis, among others, lost 
ground while dealing with the unex- 
pected obstacle. 

Out front Holland held the lead with 
Myers, Matson, Ryan and Pestana close 
behind. While racing in the back section, 
Myers luck suddenly turned sour. 

“I made a mistake in the back, and 
Ryan and Matson got by me,” Myers 
said. “He (Ryan) went on the inside, I 
went into neutral, and then they both 
got by me.” 

Myers recovered quickly, and began 
to pressure Matson, but his bad luck 
soon returned. 

“I got back on Matson, I knew that I 
was fourth then,” Myers said. “He (Mat- 
son) didn’t jump that little double in the 
corner after the finish line, and I landed 
right in back of him and almost crashed. 
After I did that, I was in too low of a 
gear when I went over the next thing, It 
headshaked, washed-out, and I 
crashed.” 

Myers was battered in the fall but 
soldiered on to finish 10th. At the check- 
ered flag, Holland took the win fol- 
lowed by Ryan, Matson, Pestana and 
Carter Gurnee. 

Ryan holeshot the second moto with 
Myers, Gurnee, Matson, Pestana, and 
Holland the front-runners. Matson over- 
took Gurnee and together with Myers 
began to pressure Ryan, pulling along- 
side at one point in the race. Ryan 
responded with extra speed and the 
momentum carried the duo ahead of 
Matson and the rest. Meanwhile, the 
battle raged for fourth through seventh 











as Holland, Gurnee, Pestana, Crumb, 
and Davis all swapped positions. 

Only two seconds separated first 
through third places as the race wound 
down, but Ryan showed no weakness as 
he made easy work of the final laps, and 
won handily over Myers and Matson. 
The battle for the remaining top posi- 
tions went down to the checkered flag, 
with Pestana prevailing over Gurnee, 
Davis, and Crumb.

Young flies at Florida Trial

BROOKSVILLE, FL, MAR. 1-2 

Six-time U.S. National Champion “Flyin” Ryan 
Young fought hard in scoring a win against top 
National rider Ray Peters at the Florida “Fun in 
the Sun” two-day trials in Brooksville, Florida. 
They were joined by 60 other riders, many from 
outside Florida, for a chance to shake off the ice 
and snow in search of warmer weather. 

Young’s win was not easily accomplished, 
however. He fought not only an aggressive ride 
by Gas-Gas-mounted Peters, but also the heat 
which was at 88 degrees - a record for that date - 
and some very tight sections. 

“It was definitely a National-caliber event, 
one of the toughest I've ridden in a long time,” 
Young said. “I don’t usually lose this many 
points at a National” 

Peters, who had just driven down from the 
snow and mud of New York, took a quick five 
on his first section when he soared over the top 
of a pyramid-shaped, 20-foot peak and skidded 
outside of the markers on the other side. 

“After riding in snow,” Peters explained. “1 
was surprised by the traction. 

After that, Peters quickly adapted to the ter- 





rain and pushed Young all day with some bril- 
liant rides. 

The next day, Young was unable to ride with 
a badly twisted ankle from Saturday, and Peters 
had the champ lines to himself. Both riders 
agreed the sections were exceptionally tight, 
with narrow gullies and tight cambers followed 
by steep and sandy climbs, making it seem like 
you were “in a box.” 

Expert lines were also difficult on both days. 
Mark Waller and Chuck Walker swapped first 
and second place on Saturday and Sunday. 
Waller said that section six on Saturday, ridden 
in reverse on Sunday, was the most difficult and 
was the section that decided the finishing posi- 
tions for a lot of experts. 

Starting at the bottom of a gully, riders 
climbed sharply to their left up a bank, made a 
difficult turn on the steep hillside, then shot up 
and over a 4-foot step to the top. They dropped 
back to the bottom of the “V,” then tried to 
climb the other side while turning around trees 
on the slope. For those who made it this far, the 
soft Florida sand usually kept them from the exit 
markers.

After having his holeshot in the 250cc Pro-Am 
final dissipate to a fourth-place finish, Mike 
Varnes held off National-regular Georgie Price 
and Phil Libhart to win the 600cc Pro final at the 
Eastern Harley-Davidson Dealers Association- 
sponsored short track portion of the 19th annual 
Motorama Indoor Races and Speed Show inside 
the Pennsylvania Farm Show Complex. Price 
took the 250cc Pro-Am final, while Roy Miller 
took the 250cc and 600cc A wins.

Mike Meadows had a memorable 125cc Begin- 
ner-class debut by posting his first-ever win 
aboard a big bike in his first appearance in the 
class during round one of the CMXA/Salsa 
Series held at the new Lemon Grove Cycle Park. 

The opening round of the series drew nearly 
400 entrants, many of whom came seeking a 
share of the over $10,000 in prizes and the shot 
at winning two new motorcycles which were 
purchased by area businesses including JC Mid- 
night Salsa, G.I. Rubbish and AC Racing. 

Meadows appeared to be a bit on the ner- 
vous side prior to the drop of the gate in the first 
125cc Beginner moto. 

“I have only ridden this bike for like 20 min- 
utes,” Meadows said. “I am really not sure what 
I can do." 

After the dust settled during the first-lap 
dash, Honda riders Bryan Gordon and Mead- 
ows emerged at the front of the field while 
Bryan Haley, Collin Baumgard and Aaron Clem 
diced among one another inside the top five. 
When the flag waved it was Gordon for the win 
followed by Meadows and Haley. 

The second moto saw a surprise holeshot by 
Chris Clark, who was trying to recover from a 
disappointing first moto where he finished in 
the 14th position. 

Clark led for a lap before 14-year-old Mead- 
ows double-jumped past him down the front 
straightaway for his first-ever win in the 125cc 
Beginner class.: First-moto winner Gordon had 














problems on the start and finished well off the 
pace in 18th while Haley, Nemeth, Smith and 
Baumgard rounded out the top five overall in 
the class. 

Dusty Walters topped the charts in the 125cc 
Intermediate class with a consistent 3-1 finish. 
Walters proved to be the most balanced in his 
field by winning the all-important second moto 
after a water break. Walters topped Kevin 
Townsend, Mike Gibson, Gary Tracy and first- 
moto winner Brandon Morgan on the day's 
overall finish. 

Rob Healy was top dog in the Junior Vet 
Novice division by way of a double-moto victo- 
ry. Former Mammoth MX winner Drew Olivia 
reeled in Healy during both motos but it was a 
classic case of too little too late as the checkered 
flag waved just when Olivia got close enough to 
strike. €N

telecast: There’s so much to choose from. 
This from Mary Reid about Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Doug Chandler: "He also won 
the Superbike Championship back in 1990. 
Then, of course, had the lay off for a while." 
"Exactly," his on-air partner, journalist and 
commentator Nick Ienatsch agreed. Four 
years racing 500cc GPs, three of them as a 
factory rider; fifth in the world in 1992, is 
not a lay-off. Where'd that come from? 
Probably the AMA media guide which 
doesn't list Chandler's GP years. If that's 
the case it’s the product of sheer laziness. 

From Ienatsch about Scott Russell and 
Chandler:."Both of them are past World 
Superbike Champions." We know that 
Russell won in 1993. We also know Chan- 
dler won the AMA Superbike title in 1990, 
then, according to Reid, had a lay-off for a 
while, returning on a Harley in 1995. So he 
couldn't possibly have won a champi- 
onship, unless he won it before the lay-off. 
In case you're wondering, he didn't. 

As the showpiece of the American road 
racing season, the Daytona 200 gets the 
most attention and the most television 
exposure, and deservedly so. With the 
largest potential audience it deserves the 
best commentary, and the best production 
values. Not this year. 

According to Mary, the Daytona 200 is 
“the most prestigious race in the world." 
The Suzuka 8-Hour is the most prestigious 
race in the world. Rob Muzzy said that 
Kawasaki's budget for last year's Suzuka 8- 
Hour was.more than its entire World 
Superbike budget. After Suzuka comes any 
of the GPs followed by any of the World 
Superbike rounds. The truth is, to most of 
the Japanese factories, the Daytona 200 sim- 
ply isn't that important. If it was they'd be 
there. The Yamaha World Superbike team 
raced in American colors this year because 
Yamaha USA paid the bills, according to 
team spokesman Rupert Williamson. 

Fatuous hyperbole is the stock in trade of 
the grossly uninformed. It's the currency of 
the knowledge-poor who attempt to subvert 
the truth with verbal spectacle. (It's called 
irony.) A certain amount can be forgiven, 
but not this much, regardless of how dull 
the race was. On the crowd count Mary said 
that "250,000 enthusiasts have come to Day- 
tona Beach again this year, most of them on 
two wheels." It's generally accepted that 
about half a million people come to Daytona 
for Bike Week. Since Daytona International 
Speedway doesn't release crowd figures, no 
one knows for sure how many attend the 
race. But if you guessed 40,000 to 45,000 you 
wouldn't be far off. 

. More slathering from Nick. Preparation 
for the race is so intense, according to Ien- 
atsch, that the teams "might give their 
mechanics one day off some time around 
Christmas, but probably not." As Eve said 
to Adam in the Garden of Eden: Where'd 
that come from?"

CHICANERY

It's not as if these guys are novices. 
Nick did very good work filling in for 
Kevin Schwantz on the Grand Prix tele- 
casts last year. Many, including me, 
thought his work was as good as, if not 
better than, Schwantz'. But the difference 
between the GPs and Daytona is this: Day- 
tona was live while the GPs are voice- 
overs, done on tape in a studio, the 
Wednesday after the GP. The outcome is 
known and there's an abundance of 
research material available. If you say 
something daffy, you simply rewind the 
tape and do it again. Last week I caught a 
season wrap-up Reid did on the World 
Rally Championship and it was very well 
done, the highlights were outstanding, the 
commentary informed. 

Working on tape you might not say 
that the riders were "covering the ground 
at 180 to 185 miles per hour, every lap, for 
aboüt three hours" at Daytona. In the 56- 
year history of the race it's been three 
hours exactly never. In 1961, when it was 
run on a two-mile infield course and the 
average was 69 mph, it was 2:53. The clos- 
est it's come in the modern era was 2:23 in 
1994 and that was due to pace cars which 
dropped the average to 85 mph. Since it 
became a superbike race in 1985 it's been 
over two hours three times. This year, with 
a pace car, it was 1:55. 

Ienatsch.said that Chandler's children 
weren't at Daytona, "they're not here, 
they're watching on television, watching 
ESPN's live broadcast." Then Doug's son 
Jett showed up in Victory Lane, sitting on 
the second-place Kawasaki, showing very 
few signs of jet lag after taking the regularly 
Scheduled 9 a.m. Concorde in from Salinas. 
He'd have come sooner but he heard Nick 
say the race was three hours long. 

Then-there was the mention of the Fer- 
racci team showing up with DKNY 
(Donna Karan New York) Men backing at 
Daytona. After the Ferracci team encoun- 
tered problems, Nick said, "that's a tough 
way to launch a sponsorship." Except that 
it had been launched at Phoenix three 
weeks earlier with Mat Mladin romping to 
a win. Not so tough, really. Another eight 
tough days like that and they win the title. 

"Gary Medley and Rob Muzzy, they've 
won more Daytona 200s than we could 
probably count" Nick hyperventilated at 
one point. Is it really that hard to count to 
three? He also said that "Chris Carr has, 
what, 100 million 600 National Champi- 
onships?" Actually seven. 

Early on Mary said that "Ducati had 
such high hope of making this their first 
victory." That was simply bad reporting 
and, later in the broadcast, pit reporter 
Rick DeBruhl correctly pointed out that 
"they knew they weren't going to be really 
strong here. In fact, they had to de-tune 
their bike." Ferracci told anyone who 
made the effort to approach him that he 
just wanted to get through the week and 
had de-tuned the machine seven or eight

Carter was on the cover of CN. The 

White House continued to deny 
that proposed amendments would 
immediately ban off-road vehicle use on 
Federal lands, even though copies of the 
proposed amendment obtained by CN 
indicated otherwise...For the first time, 
an AMA Supercross event was canceled 
due to rain, but not before Yamaha's 
Bob Hannah won the first night of rac- 
ing in a rain-soaked Texas Stadium in 
Dallas. Honda's Jim Pomeroy finished 
second and Steve Stackable persevered 
for third...CN tested Hannah's relatively 











percent. Hardly a winning formula. He'd 
bumped the compression ratio up just to 
get Mladin up to the third row in qualify- 
ing after being two seconds off the pace. 

DeBruhl did as good a job as he could - 
given how little they went to him - except 
in explaining the dual compound tires. “On 
the right side they've got a hard com- 
pound,” he said. “On the left side, it actual- 
ly comes up a little more than half, and 
that's the soft side." He got it backwards, 
but at least he looked into it. And by then 
Nick had correctly configured the dual 
compound a few times. 

More disturbing was Nick & Mary's 
cavalier use of speculation and hyperbole. 
At one point, when Russell turned around 
and pointed at a rider, Nick's take was, “I 
think he said, "You're number one’ with 
his middle finger." So he's accused Russell 
of flipping the bird when it wasn't so (I re- 
wound the tape), which one rider 
acknowledged. Regardless of Mary's 
assertion that it's the "greatest motorcycle 
race in the world," it was the weakest 
international field in years, an AMA 
National plus two. And for the first time in 
what, 100 million years?-there wasn't even 
a full 80-rider grid. Where was the men- 
tion that there was no representation from 
the World Superbike teams of Ducati, 
Suzuki, and Kawasaki, all of whom were 
at Daytona in 1996? Or that John Kocinski 
had asked Honda to run Daytona but had 
been turned down? 

Nick's assertion that the "depth of the 
field is the who's who of American road 
racing" ignores Kocinski, Mike Hale, who 
would have loved to race Daytona, and 
Kenny Roberts Jr., who will race the 1998 
Daytona 200 on the Modenas 750cc four- 
cylinder Superbike that Kenny Roberts will 
build as soon as I mention it to him. See, 
making up stuff's fun. 

There were also sins of omission. Scott 
Russell has never aspired to sainthood and 
his transgressions have been abundantly 
cataloged. He ended up spending Friday 
night in a Daytona Beach jail after being 
wrongfully collared for a friend's indiscre- 
tion. Was this mentioned on the telecast? 
Not the one I saw. Either they didn't know 
or they were covering up. Either way it's 
unconscionable. 

You may be wondering why I keep 
referring to Nick's partner as Mary. 
Despite having introduced himself at the 
top of the show as “Marty” Reid, a graphic 
showing the broadcast team around the 
15th lap clearly had it spelled "Mary." I 
asked a friend in the TV business for the 
precise technical explanation on how that 
happens. He said that'd be "the boys in the 
truck." 

Maybe we can blame the boys for the 
nearly complete lack of information about 
the race, except for the running order of 
the top five. It wasn't until the 21st lap that 
Reid mentioned that Russell was unoffi- 
cially 13 seconds ahead. Even "the new 


stock, Keith McCarty-tuned 1977 
YZ250D that he used to win the 250cc

Mr. Daytona” (Refresh my memory: Who 
was the old one?) couldn't pull out 13 sec- 
onds on one lap, unless maybe he was rac- 
ing against Dean Mizdal, who, according 
to Nick, is “one of the quick amateur rid- 
ers out of California." Quick enough to 
have finished 30th in the AMA Superbike 
series last year, a series, I believe, which is 
not for amateurs. 

The great hue and cry will no doubt be 
that at least it was live on TV. We should 
be thankful to the gods of the airwaves. 
That completely misses the point. And is it 
a good thing that the public is grossly mis- 
informed? "Doug Chandler and Scott Rus- 
sell, certainly two of the top five riders in 
the world," according to Ienatsch. So the 
other three must be Mick Doohan, Alex 
Criville, Max Biaggi, Troy Corser, Luca 
Cadalora, Aaron Slight, Carl Fogarty, John 
Kocinski; does that make five? Okay, that's 
opinion. Marty Reid saying, during a sepa- 
rate telecast of the 600 Supersport race: 
“Hacking is the one that impresses me 
most right now. This is his first time on the 
high banks.” That’s simply untrue. A very 
little research would have shown that 
Jamie Hacking finished fifth in the NASB 
EBC Sport Bike race at Daytona last fall. 
You couldn’t expect Reid to know that 
Hacking had spent three days testing Dun- 
lops at Daytona in the winter. Nick knew, 
though. He was there. 

But, when he wasn't on the verge of 
exploding clichés, lenatsch seemed to be 
pursuing his own agenda. At the end of 
the race he said that the "eyes of the world 
are on Daytona." Instead of mentioning 
the various foreign journalists, with whom 
he spent time doing research in the press 
room, he said that “everybody’s here, not 
only news channels, ESPN," then he 
named the Newport Beach fat-cats for 
whom he currently free-lances, but not 
Sport Rider, which he once edited, or | 
Motorcyclist, where he once worked, or 
Cycle News. "Everybody who's interested 
in two-wheeled motorsports is here." Not. 
Any GP press room is filled with three or 
four times as many journalists as were 
working at Daytona. 

I will gladly admit that no one is per- 
fect. In my Daytona preview I wrote that 
1996 was the first season in years that Eral- 
do Ferracci hadn't won at least one AMA 
Superbike race. Unless you count the two 
that Alessandro Gramigni won. My mis- 
take was in thinking about Ferracci's regu- 
lars, Larry Pegram and Shawn Higbee, nei- 
ther of whom won. Hopefully, an editor 
catches that. Not that one did. If it slips 
through, as it did, Cycle News could run a 
correction a week later. (Didn't do it, but 
could have.) If 1 was on TV, it would have 
gone out live. In television the mistakes are 
amplified, which makes it important to get 
the facts straight. When you start by 
betraying the truth, you, and the audience, 
are screwed. €N
